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T the  firh  Appearance  of  this 
)my  Treatife  in _,the  World, 
/I  doubt  not  but  fome  of  you 
will  be  ready  to  fay,  “What 
“ need  was  there  of  Bel- 
j^J  ZEBUB''s”writiag.  a Dire- 
<^9ry  to  Hell,  fince  the  Road  is»  fo  plain, 
fo  eafily  found,  gnd  feeing,  moreover,  the 
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rough,  and  thorny  ^ and  will  ilTue  in  a Statd 
hereafter,  that,  notwithftanding  all  the  fine 
Things  they  may  talk  of  it  to  allure  you, 
cannot,  certainly,  deferve  your  Purfuit  j fee- 
ing very  few  can  relilh  the  thoughts  of  go- 
ing to  it : but,  bn  the  contrary,  even-thofe 
who  pretend- to  credit  the  divine  Reports  and 
Promifes  about  it,  feldom  fail  to  prefer  the 
leafi:  agreeable  Condition  in’  this  World  to 
the  PofiTefiion  of  it,  ' ' ^ 

I will  detain  you  no  longer  from  the  fol- 
lowing Manual,*  to  which  I again  earnfeRly 
defire  your  whole  Attention  ffo  take  my 
Lfcave  for  the  prefent,  advifing  you  to  fcorn 
Self-denial,  to  gratify  every  Inclination,  and 
revel  in  all  fenfual  Delights,  ’ till  you  arrive 
at  the  infernal  Regions,  where  you  may 
fiiout  and  roar  for  ever,  with  the  Angels  of 
your  afilired^'^^c.  ^ ‘ 
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SECT.  I. 

DireBiofis  to  Parents  in  the  "Education  of 
their  Children. 

HAT  important  Point,  whe- 
ther People  are  to  be  Ser- 
vants to  me,  or  to  my  grand 
Antagonift,  depends  fo  much 
upon  their  Education,  that  it 
behoves  me  to  intereft  myfelf  very  much  in 
that  Affair  j the  Bias  that  is  given  their 
Minds,  whilff  young  and  pliable,  will  have 
a vaft  Influence  upon  their  future  Life. 


Let  me  firft  of  all  hint  to  you.  Parents,  that 
your  Embraces  ought  to  be  preceded  by  a 
Debauch,  or  whilft  you  have  upon  you  fome 
foul  or  infectious  Diftemper,  that  fo  you 
may  intail  the  fame  upon  your  children  ; it 
is  my  Defire  that  their  Bodies  fliould  be 
lickly  and  weak,  for  that  has  a Tendency  to 
make  them  peevifli  and  ill-natured.  Let 
them,  whilft  Babes,  be  wrapt  up  exceeding 
warm  in  a great  Qiiantity  of  Cloaths  5 let 
them  be  fed  as  often  as  pofiible,  and'  as 
much  at  a Time  as  you  can  force  them  to 
take,  even  ’till  they  throw  it  up  again  ; it 
will  afford  me  and  you  a great  deal  of  Plea- 
furc  to  fee  the  little  Thing  panting  and  heav- 
ing for  Breath  under  the  heavy  Load  of 
V^iCtuals  within,  and  Cloaths  without  ; be- 
fides,  another  End  I propofe  by  thefe  Means, 
is,  the  creating  in  the  Child  a large  Store  of 
grofs  Humours,  which  I can  aCl  upon  with 
great  Advantage  as  it  grows  up. 

You  need  not  be  folicitous  about  the  Ser- 
vant to  whom  you  commit  the  Care  of  your 
Child  j mod  of  thofe  Sort  of  People  I keep 
in  my  Pay.  What  matters  it,  if  thro’  the 
Servant’s  Careleffnefs,  the  child  gets  a lame 
Leg,  fquinting  Eye,  Hump-Back,  &c.  &c. 
thefe  Defects  will  only  make  him  fcorn’d  and 
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flighted  by  all  the  World,  and  confeqiient- 
iy,  when  he  grows  up  to  perceive  it,  he  will 
hate  all  the  World  j which  malignant  Tem- 
per greatly  tends  to  promote  my  grand  Scheme. 
Perhaps  fomeoPmy  Friends,  among  you  Mor- 
tals, may  make  the  fame  Objed;ion  wdiich  a 
young  Demon  did,  who  perceiving  what  I 
had  wrote  above,  faid,  “ That  if  die  migi  it 
prefume  to  advife  his  Prince,  he  thought 
“ it  might  be  better,  if  I gave  Infcru6lions  to 
“ have  Children  reared  in  fuch  Manner  as 
“ to  have  their  Bodies  hale  and  robud,  that 
“ fo  they  may  be  capable  of  doing  more 
“ Mifchief  in  the  World.”  But  I have 
more  Penetration  than  he  ; I know  that 
where  there  is  a weak,  diftemper’d,  or 
diftorted  Body,  I can  with  greater  Eafe  fow 
the  Seeds  of  Envy,  Hatred,  Malice,  and 
other  of  my  favourite  Vices  in  the  Mind  : 
I call  favourite  Vices,  becaufe  they  are 
• moft  ufeful  to  me,  as  they  are  the  Bane 
of  all  Society,  the  Truth  of  w'hich  I fhall 
illuftrate  hereafter  j therefore  I would  have 
you,  Parents,  promote  thofe  vicious  Inclina- 
tions in  your  Children  as  much  as  poffible. 
And  hrft  of  all,  I would  have  you  teach 
them  to  be  revengful.  If  the  little  Baby  falls 
down  and  hurts  itfelf,  never  fail  to  beat  the 
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Floor,  Chair,  or  wall  againft  which  it  fell, 
’till  it  be  pacify ’d,  yea,  make  it  give  you  a 
Bloiv  to  beat  it ; if  a Brother,  Sifter,  Couhn, 
or  Play-fellow  happen  by  Accident  to  hurt 
it,  let  the  Child  itfelf  beat  them  till  they 
cry  ; thus  will  it  learn  never  to  receive  an 
Injury  without  retaliating  it  fevenfold.  Some 
Mothers  and  Nurfes  have  a Cuftom  of  faying 
to  Children,  after  they  have  fallen  out  with, 
and  had  their  Revenge  upon  their  Play-fel- 
lows, Come  kifs  a?id  be  Friends  : This  I muft 
not  allow  of,  it  learns  them  to  conquer  their 
Paffion  5 no,  you  muft  rather  teach  them  to 
be  implacable,  by  railing  their  Refentment 
every  Time  they  fee  the  Perfon  or  Thing  by 
which  they  have  been  formerly  hurt.  As 
your  Children  grow  up,  their  Paftions  will 
■gain  Strength,  they  will  be  wanting  almoft 
every  thing  pretty  that  they  fee  j you  muft 
let  them  have  whatever  they  crave  : that  will 
render  them  abfolute  in  their  Will,  and  im- 
.perious  to  Servants.  Sometimes  when  they  . 
•deiire  a Thing  that  is  very  improper  for 
•them,  you  may  deny  it  them  at  firft,  ’till 
they  cry,  rage,  and  tear ; then  at  laft  let  them 
have  it ; this  wall  teach  them  to  be  ftubborn 
and  perverfe,  for  they  will  always  ufe  the 
fame  Means  upon  like  Occafions,  and  will 

never 
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never  yield,  becaufe  they  know  they  lhall 
conquer  if  they  will  but  perlift.  'Thefe  are 
Vices  I delight  to  fee  in  Children,  and  the 
fooner  they  are  ingrafted  the  better  ; they 
are  a good  Foundation  whereon  to  build  o- 
ther  vicious  Habits. 

When  once  your  pretty  dear  Boy  has  gain’d 
a Conquefi:  over  you^  his  Parents,  he  fcorns  to 
fubmit  to  the  Will  of  any  other  j if  there- 
fore any  one  about  him  affronts  him,  he 
throws  Knives,  Forks,  Sticks,  or  Stones,  or 
whatever  elfe  is  near  him,  to  revenge  him- 
felf.  This  Temper  in  your  Child  will  be  the 
Source  of  much  Difturbance  and  Confufion 
in  your  Family  as  he  grows  up,  and  the 
fame  Temper  will  caufe  him  to  break  the 
Peace  of  Towns,  Countries,  or  Kingdoms, 
according  as  his  future  Station  in  Life  fhall 
afford  him  Opportunity.  If  he  fhould  ever 
afk  you  for  what  is  not  in  your  Power  to 
give  him,  you  may  endeavour  to  prevent  his 
Fret  and  Fury,  which  you  know  will  be 
the  Confequence  of  a Denial,  by  promifing 
him  all  the  good  Things  you  can  think  of. 
Cake,  Bifcuit,  Ginger-bread,  GV.  If  you 
fiiould  ever  reprove  him  for  doing  amifs, 
(tho’  I don’t  defire  you  ever  fliould)  don’t 
tell  him  if  he  does  fo  or  fo  he  v.dll  lofe 
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your  Favour  j no,  that  will  inlinuate  to  him, 
that  pleafing  you,  and  gaining  your  Ap- 
probation, ought  to  be  one  principle  Aim  and 
Reward  of  whatever  he  does  : Rather  tell 
him,  that  if  he  difpleafes  you  by  doing  fo  or 
fo,  you  will  take  away  his  fine  new  Hat  or 
Ribband,  &c.  or  that  he  fhall  not  have  the 
Plumbs  or  Tarts,  which  otherwife  you  in- 
tended to  have  given  him  : This  will  teach 
him  to  place  his  ultimate  Happinefs  in  fine 
Cloaths,  and  gratifying  his  A|^petites.  In- 
Rrudt  him  in  the  Art  of  Difiimulation,  Equi- 
vocation, and  Lying  ; which  may  be  befi: 
done  by  your  fetting  him  an  Example  your- 
felves ; alfo  the  Nurfe'or  Servant,  who  has  the 
Care  of  him,  ought  to  put  artful  Evafions  into  • 
his  Mouth  whilfi:  young.  If  you  hear  him  tell 
falfe  Stories  to  his  Companions,  you  need  only 
fmile  at  him,  and  fay  to  any  Stander-by,  that 
he  is  a pnrp  Child.  If  he  happens  by  Chance  to 
break  a China  Cup  or  Saucer,  and  afterwards 
* denies  it,  take  not  the  lead  Notice  of  the  Lie, 
but  beat  him  feverely  for  theMifchance : This 
will  banifii  from  his  IBreaft  whatfoever  little 
Remains  of  Love  and  Reverence  he  might 
Irave  for  you,  and  will  edablifli  in  its  room  a 
Dread  of  you  ; ’twill  alfo  fix  him  fteady  in 
the  Pradlicc  of  laying,  as  he  will  confider 
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there  comes  no  Hurt  by  it,  and  it  may  fome 
time  or  other  fave  him  from  fuch  another 
Beating-Bout.  Be  fure  you  always  punifli 
him  whilft  in  your  Paffion  j ’twill  throw 
him  into  a fullen  Stubbornefs,  which  you 
know  I delight  in,  and  will  alfo  fet  him  an 
Example  which  he  will  be  fure  to  imitate, 
as  far  as  his  little  Circle  of  Authority  will 
permit  him,  whenever  he  has  Occalion.  You 
need  not  be  very  careful  as  to  what  Compa- 
nions he  has ; give  him  but  a vicious  Turn 
of  Mind,  and  I fear  not  but  he  will  chufe 
Companions  as  bad  or  worfe  than  himfelf, 
who  will  greatly  affift  me  and  you  in  fettling 
evil  Habits  in  him.  If  his  Plav-fellows  teach 

j 

him  to  ufe  naughty  iVords,  as  they  are  called, 
you  need  not  take  Notice  of  it,  but  rather 
encourage  him  by  fpeaking  of  him,  in  his 
Hearing,  as  A fine  forward  Boy  of  his  Age, 
Give  him  a S.mile  of  Approbation  when  you 
fee  him  amuiing  himfelf  by  tormenting  and 
killing  Birds,  Bats,  Flies,  cutting  and 
tearing  them  to  Pieces  Limb  by  Limb  ; let 
him  fee  that  you  are  pleafed  he  can  divert 
himfelf  that  way,  and  tell  him  the  principal 
End  of  the  Exigence  of  tlie  brute  Creation 
is,  that  they  may,  whether  living,  dying,  or 
dead  give  Pleafure  to  Mankind.  This  will 
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teach  him  to  be  hard-hearted  and  cruel  all 
his  Life  ; he  will  fee  with  unconcern  all  the 
Hardihips  _which  the  brute  Animals  undergo 
from  their  lordly  Mafters,  and  fo  gain  a Habit 
of  being  unmerciful  himfelf  to  all  of  them 
which  are  in  his  Power  j likewife  the  many 
Scenes  of  Mifery  which  are  common  among 
the  human  Species  will  not  in  the  leaft  affecfl 
him  or  move  his  Compaffion.  I deteft  the 
Practice  of  fome  Parents,  who,  in  order  to 
create  in*  their  Children,  a kind  and  merciful 
Difpofition,  fend  'their  Gifts  to  the  poor  by 
their  Hands,  making  ufe  of  them  in  moll  of 
their  charitable  Benefactions,  whether  at  their 
Door  or  round  their  Neighbourhood.  Be 
you  juft  the  Reverfe.  If  the  Diflreffed  beg 
Bread  at  your  Door,  fend  your  Son  to  drive 
them  away  j bid  him  tell  them,  that  if  they 
don’t  go  away  fpeedily,  they  fliall  have  a 
Horfe-whip  upon  their  Backs  j you  may  in- 
finuate  to  him  that  thofe  Sort  of  People 
are  the  Vermin  of  the  Earth,  and  would 
fain  eat  honeft  People’s  Bread  out  of  their 
Mouths.  You  may  teach  him  to  be  proud, 
by  making  Comparifons  between  him  and 
others,  how  much  finer  he  is  than  Mafter 
fuch  a one  ; by  learning  him  to  defpife  all 
Youths  who  are  meaner  drefi  than  liitTifelf ; 
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by  promifing  him  a Reward  of  a fine -new 
Coat  or  Waiftcoat,  &c.  if  he  will  fiand  ftill 
to  be  wafhed,  have  his  Hair  comb’d,  and 
upon  other  fuch  like  Occafions. 

If  you  fend  him  to  School,  give  the 
Mafter  a particular  Charge  to  ufe  him  gent- 
ly ; not  to  correcfl  him,  tho’  he  fhould  neg- 
lect: to  learn  his  LelTon  j thus  will  he  acquire 
a Habit  of  Idlenefs  and  Carelefiiiefs.  If  there 
fhould  be  any  Complaints  made  to  }^ou  of  his 
being  very  perverfe,  quarrelfome,  ill-natur’d, 
treating  his  School-fellows  ill,  playing  Tru- 
ant, and  the  like,  you  may  reprove  him,  but 
be  fure  it  be  very  mildly,  that  fo  he  may 
imagine  there  is  very  little  Harm  in  what 
he  has  done.  In  fhort,  let  the  whole  Courfe 
of  his  Education  be  fuch,  as  to  leave  him 
at  Liberty  to  follow  the  Dictates  of  his  own 
perverted  Will  j and  to  gratify  his  Appetites 
without  the  leaft  Reflri6tion. 

But  if,  contrary  to  my  Defire,  your  Son 
fhould  {hew  an  amiable  Difpofition  and 
fprightly  Genius,  a Defire  to  pleafe  you  and 
improve  himfelf ; do  you  do  your  Endeavour 
to  {poil  thefe  his  good  Qualities : Let  him  be 
fent  to  a School  where  he  may  fpend  three  or 
four  Years  in  advancing  by  flow  formal  Steps 
thro’  the  Latin  Grammar ^ Cordericy  &C.  which 
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if  it  does  not  fuit  his  Tafte,  will  make  him  ab- 
hor it ; and,  when  the  hated  School-time  is 
o'ver,  he  will  be  mote  ealily  induced,  in 'or- 
der to  divert  himfelf,  to  join  others  of  the 
School  in  their  wildeft  Flights,  or  moft  mif- 
chievous  Excurfions  : Let  his  Mafter  be 
fuch  a one  as  will  by  his  tyrannical  Severity, 
break  your  Son’s  Spirit,  and  four  his  Tem- 
per. Avoid  fending  him  to  any  of  thofe 
Schools  where  his  Genius  will  be  confulted, 
and  Scope  given  to  it  j where  he  will  learn 
the  Rudiments  of  all  the  liberal  Sciences, 
fuch  as  Hiftory,  Geometry,  Geography,  Phi- 
lofophy,  ARronomy,  Navigation,  &c. 
which  no  doubt  would  be  plealing  to  him, 
as  they  generally  are  to  every  Youth  f he 
would  be  apt  to  employ  his  leifure  Time  in 
improving  himfelf  in  them,  rather  than,  as 
I would  have  him,  amongft  thofe  who 
would  teach  him  bad  Words  and  wicked 
Courfes  : I hate  thofe  kind  of  Schools ; 
cfpecially  where  the  Youths  are  taught  Pie- 
ty towards  God,  and  Benevolence  to  all  Man- 
kind ; where  their  Manners  are  infpecfted,  and 
Rules  given  them  for  fuch  a Conduct  as 
lhall  gain  Efteem  ; where  they  have  an  -In- 
fight  given  them  into  Mankind,  and  warn’d 
againft  tliofe  Things  which  have  made  o^ 
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thers  err  j where  they  are  taught  an  eafy 
Deportment,  a fine  Addrefs,  Freedom  of 
Thought,  and  an  Elegance  in  all  their  Add- 
ons i where  they  are  taught,  that  Prudence 
is  the  Source  of  Happinefs  in  this  Life,  and 
that  Virtue  will  lead  them  to  Happinefs 
hereafter  j in  fhort,  where  all  thofe  Quali- 
fications are  taught  them  which  conflltute 
THE  FINE  Gentleman  ! A Charadler 
which  I detefi,  as  it  is,  of  all  human  ones, 
tiiat  which  comes  nearefl  to  the  Angelic 
Tribe.  . . ' 

And  now  a Word  to  thofe  Parents  who 
make  a great  deal  to  do  about  what  is  com- 
monly call’d  Religion,  and  have^  a Form  of 
Godlinefs,  .but,  to  my  great  Pleafure,  are 
ignorant  of  its  real  Nature,  'and  Enemies  to 

the  Power  thereof. You  may  teach  your 

Child  to  fay  his  Prayers^  Night  and  Morn- 
ing, as  foon  as  he  can  fpeak  j nay,  before 
he  can  fpeak  plainly,  or  frame  any  rational 
Notions  at  all. — But  take  Notice,  I don’t 
mean  you  fhould  learn  him  to  pray,  ac- 
cording to  that  Senfe  of  the  Word  which 
imports  BleJJing  his  Maker  and  BenefaBor  for 
all  the  Mercies  he  enjoys,  humbly  petitioning 
him  to  fupply  all  his  Wants,  and  refgning 
himfelf  entirely  to  his  Pleafure : No,  no,  it 
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will  fuffice  if  you  teach  him  only  to  run  over 
a fet  Form  of  Words,  as  faft  as  he  can ; that 
will  be  ■ enough  to  make  you  fit  down  fatif- 
fied  that  you  have  done  your  Duty  to- 
wards him ; and  will  make  him,  when  he 
grows  up,  think,  either  that  there  is  nothing 
at  all  in  Religion,  or,  that  bearing  a mere 
outfide  Shew,  and  performing  the  Ceremo- 
nies of  it,  will  be  fufficient : Thus,  by  mak- 
ing him  a young  Formalifl  and  Hypocrite,  I 
fliall  draw  him  into  my  Clutches,  from  which 
he  fhall  never  afterwards  efcape.  When  he  is 
grown  up  a little,  make  him  learn  long  Chap- 
ters, Pfalms,  and  Stories  out  of  the  Bible  by 
Heart,  and  chide,  yea  even  chaftife  him,  if  he 
is  remifs  in  doing  it  j that  will  make  him  hate 
the  Bible  ever  after.  It  may  be  of  fome 
Service  to  my  Intereft  in  him  if  on  Sundays 
you  read  an  Hour  or  two  in  fome  large,  old, 
dull,  religious  Book  ; it  will  foon  tire  and 
lay  him  to  deep  j and  he  will  jump  for  Joy 
when  it  is  over,  and  he  is  got  out  of  your 
Sight.  But  mind  that  you  read  with  a pe- 
culiar Tone,  different  from  what  you  ufe  in 
Converfation,  or  in  reading  common  Books, 
it  will  make  him  think  that  a great  deal  of 
Piety  lies  in  that  Tone.  It  would  not  be 
anfifs,  if  the  Parfon  he  hears  oh  a Sunday 

had 
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had  a like  Tone  alfo ; it  will  have  fuch  an 
EfFedl  upon  his  Spirits,  that  he  will  imagine 
himfelf  vadly  devout,  when  perhaps  in  rea- 
lity he  has  been  very  much  otherwife.  And 
now  laftly,  be  fure  fet  him  an  Example  of 
Hypocrify,  by  letting  him  fee  that  how  much- 
foever  you  profefs  Religion,  it  has  not  the 
leafl:  Influence  upon  your  Actions ; that  it 
does  not  render  you  more  conformable  to 
God,  or  a more  ufeful  Member  of  Society 
than  others.  You  need  not  doubt  of  all  the 
Afliftance  I can  contribute,  in  the  Profecu- 
tion  of  a Defign  fo  agreeable  to  my  Incli- 
nation. 

In  giving  thefe  latter  Directions,  I have 
fuppofed  your  Child  to  be  a Son  ; they  need 
but  little  Alteration  to  do  for  a Daughter : 
Their  Bodies  being  weak  and  tender,  I can- 
not indeed  expeCt  much  Service  by  their  Ac- 
tivenefs,  but  yet,  if  you  take  Care  to  culti- 
vate the  Mind  well,  they  may  be  of  vafl: 
Benefit  to  me.  Let  Envy,  Pride,  and  Va- 
nity (the  predominant  Vices  of  the  Fe- 
male Sex)  be  implanted  in  your  Daughter’s 
Mind  betimes.  By  an  Over-Solicitude 
to  have  her  Perfon  handfome  and  finely 
fhap’d,  particularly  by  pinching  the  Waifl: 
with  tight-lac’d  Stays,  you  may  hurt  her 

Com- 
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Completion,  taiat  her  'Breath/  render  'her 
crqohed,  and  confeqaendy  peeviih,  ill-na- 
tur’d,  -and  unhappy  all  her  Life  after.  • Let 
Drefs  be  hef  chief  Employment  and-  princi- 
pal Concern*  If  (he  is  beautiful,  you  mufl 
deck  her  up  in  all  the  Finery  you  are  able, 
and  fet  her  up  mei'ely  to  be  admir’d. ^ and 
encourage  .every  one  who  fees  her  to  call 
her  pretty  Child^  fweet  Angela  Frincepy  &c. 
they  will  be  charm’d  with  her  Smiles,  little 
thinking  that  her  Heart  is  full  of  Gall  and  ' 
Bitternefs.  She  mud;  be  taught  likewife  to 
keep  up  with,  her  Mamma,  and  not  to  be 
familiar  with  the  Servants,  left  it  make  her 
have  Thoughts  beneath  her,  and  ftie  fhould 
thereby  be . taught  to  be  free  and  affable ; 
quite  contrary  to  my  Scheme  of  her  Educe- 
tion,  which  in  that  Particular  muft  be  to  in- 
fuk  and  abufe  her  Inferiors,  and  to  look  up- 
on them  as  neceftarv  Animals,  who  exift  for 
no  other  Purpofe  buf-to  obey  her.  You 
may  fend  her  .to  a Boarding-School  3 moft 
of  them  are  Nurferies  for  me  : There  fhe 
will  learn  a Licentioufnefs  in  thinking,  fpeak- 
ing,  and  adling  ; likewife  Pride  and  Affeflar 
tion.  Buy  her  Plenty  of  Baubles,  Trinkets, 
and  Play-Things,  -that  fo  her  whole  Time 
may  be  fpent  among  them,  and  fhe  may  be 

kept 
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kept  from  any  nobler  Purfuits.  It  is  a liate- 
ful  Pra<5tice  of- fome- Parents,  who,  in  or-

ters  what  they  call  cdrnpleat,  give-  them  a 
Tafte  of  polite  Litefature,  teaching  them 
the  firft  Principles  of  the  mod:  ufefnl  Seien^ 
ces ; perfuading  ’em  that  a modeft  and  be- 
coming Behaviour  is  pTeafing  to  every  one ; 
inftrudiing  them  in. the  fey eral  Branches  of 
Houfewifery  that  .will  be  mod  ufeful  to 
them  in  future  Life  j rendering  them  as  dif- 
creet  in  their  Condudt  as  their  young  Heads 
will  adrhit : This,  I fay,  is  the  Method  of 
fome  Parents,  who  are  not  fo  fubfervient_to 
me  ’as  I would  have  ’em  : But  do  you  adl 
the  reverfe.  Lay  no  Redraint  upon  the  mod 
unbounded  Flights  of  wanton,  Youth.  Suder 
not  your  Daughter  to  do  any  Work,  for 
fear  of  fpoiling  the  Whkenefs  of  her  Hands. 
Humour  her  in  her  Dehre  after  fine  Cloaths^ 
and  fpare  not  any  Expence  you  are  able  in 
drefiing  her  out  as  fine  as,  or  finer  than  her 
Superiors : Thus  you  will  make-  her  an  Idol, 
and  the  will,  according  to  my  Defire,  be  a 
mere  Infignificant  in  whatever  future  Sta- 
tion file  is  in,  fit  for  nothing  elfe  but  to  flut- 
ter about,  raifeTalfe  Stories,  and  fpread  Scan- 
dal. You  may  let  her,  as  fiie  grows  up,  be 
'k  fent 
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fcnt  to  the  Dancing-School ; thojfe  Places 
are  fometimes  of  great  Service  to  me,  by 
corrupting  the  Morals  of  young  Ladies  who 
go  there.  I fhall  now  leave  them  to  the 
Care  of  a Demon,  whofe  Inftru<5tions  you 
will  find  contained  in  the  laft  Sedlion. 


SECT.  II. 

DireBions  to  Youth. 

An  D now,  my  dear  Pupil,  being  thus 
prepar’d  to  enter  into  my.  Service,  by 
the  Education  I have  preferibed,  attend  to 
me  while  I lead  thee  by  the  Hand  thro’  the 
fecret  Paths  of  Malice,  Envy,  Treachery, 
and  Ingratitude  j likewife  thro’  the  more 
open  Roads  of  Pride,  Profanenefs,  Debau- 
chery, Violence,  Fadtion  and  Rebellion. 

Let  me  advife  thee  to  give  all  due  Atten- 
tion to  my  Precepts,  and  to  pradtife  what 
I enjoin  thee,  left  at  any  Time  thou  {hould’fl 
be  drawn  off  by  the  pretended  Beauty  of 
Virtue,  or  by  the  imaginary  Stings  of  thy 
own  Confcience. 

• Thou  art  now  twelve  or  thirteen  Years  of 
Age,  too  old  to  be  under  theControul  of  thy 

Parents, 
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ParentSj  efpecially  if  they  endeavour  to  re- 
ftrain  thee  in  thy  licentious  Courfcs,  for  they 
•may  perhaps  in  time  perfuade  thee  to  forfake 
them,  and  in  forfaking  them  thou  wilt  fdr- 
fake  me,  thy  infernal  Father j and  fo  lofe  all 
the  Preferment  I defign  for  thee  in  my  fpa^* 
cious  Regions : No,  pay  not  the  leaft  Re-^ 
gard  to  what  they’ fay,  follow  thy -own  In-i 
clinations,  and  the  Bent  of  thy  owji  -hnful 
Heart.  Remember  the  Reward  I promife 
thee,  if  thou  complieft  with  my  Didlates ; 
nothing  lefs-  than  a Life  of  Gaiety,  and 
Pleafure,  and  the  Gratification  of'  all  thy 
ienfual  Appetites  and  -Paflions  as  tb  Fu- 
turity, commit  it  to  the  Winds3  dr  to  the 
Confideration  of  joylefs  Drones.  O' ! that  I 
may  perfuade  thee  to  this  delightful  Courfei 
that  thou  may’ft  run  heedlefly  on  thro’  Lifej 
hill  thou  edmeft  to  the  Clofe  thereof  j then 
will  I hurl  thee  headlong  intO  the  exquifite 
Entertainments  of  my  Kingdom : Hearken 
not  to  thofe  who  would  reprefent  thefe  to 
thee  as  weeping,  wailing,  and^gnafiiing  of 
Teeth.  I fayj  give  no  Credit  to  thofe  terrify- 
ing Stories;  or,  if  thoii  findeft  them  make  any 
Impreflion  on  thy  Heart,  think  with  thyfelf; 
that  having  yet  a great  many  Years  to  live, 

D thou 
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thoLi- may’ft  take  thy  Swing,  eat,  drink, 
and  be  merry  ; it  will  be  time  enough  to  re- 
pent of  Sin  or  forfake  it  when  thou  art  old. 
Why  fliould’ft-  thou  fpend  thy  youthful 
Days  in  the  Performance  of  one  dull  heavy 
Round  of  religious  Duties  and  focial  Vir- 
tues : Let  thofe,  whofe  melancholy  Confti- 
tution  it  fuits,  feek  their  Happinefs  in  the 
Pleafure  which  flows  from  an  upright  Mind. 
Is  it  probable  that  thy  Creator  Ihould  forin 
thee  with  Paflions  and  Appetites,  and  fill 
the  World  with  Thiitgs  proper  for -gratify- 
ing them,  and  yet  deny  thee  the  Ufe  of 
them  ? Or,  ^ can  that  be  call’d  the  Ufe  of 
them,  which  is  refirained'  by  the  precife 
Dicftates^  of  .Prudence  and  Religion?  Let 
thofe  creeping  Mortals  who  have  no  Relifh 
of  the  Joys  and  Splendor  of  this  World  i 
whofe  low  Ambition  it  is  to  provide  for  a 
future  State,  let  thofe  Inflpids,  I fay,  con- 
fine themfelves  within  the  narrow  Bounds 
of  Sobriety,  Temperance,  Chaflity,  (s'c. 
but  do  thou,  whofe  refllefs  Spirit  fcorns  to 
be  curb’d,  o’er-leap  thofe  narrow  Limits, 
range  the  gay  enchanting  Scene  that’s  here 
before  thee,  and  enjoy  thyfelf  at  Eafe,  with- 
out Solicitude  or  Fear. 
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Arid  now  for  fome  Inftrudlions  with  re- 
gard tO'  thy  Behaviour  in  particular  Cafes. 
If  thou  goeft  to  School,  let  it  be  rather  to 
find  Employ  for  thy  mifchievous  Temper, 
than  to  gain  any  Benefit  j open  and  exert  thy 
whole  Store  of  Pride  and  Ill-nature,  con- 
temning all  thofe  of  thy  School-fellows  who 
are  inferior  to  thee  in  Birth  or  Fortune,  and 
envying  thofe  who  exceed  thee  in  thofe  Re- 
fpedts ; hate  thofe  whofe  Talents  are  fape- 
rior  to  thine,  whofe  Diligence  in  their  Learn- 
ing has  gained  them  the  Favour  of  the  Ma- 
iler, and  whofe  Affability  and  Good-nature 
have  procured  them  the  Love  of  their  Com- 
panions ; endeavour  by  all  the  little  mifchie- 
vous Arts  thou  art  Mafter  of, ' to  ruin  them 
in  the  good  Efteem  of  every  one  ; raife  falfe 
Stories  of  them ; infinuate  every  Thing  thou 
can’ll  in  their  Prejudice,  by  putting  wrong 
Conflrudlions  upon  their  Adlions.  Raife 
Contentions  and  Qj^rrels  in  the  School,  by 
incenfing  one  Youth  againfl  another.  Stir 
up  Confpiracies  againfl  thy  Mafler ; and  if 
he  fliould  beat  thee  for  thy  Mifdemeanors, 
never  reft  ’till  thou  haft  fome  way  or  other 
had  thy  Revenge  on  him.  If  thou  do’ft  thefe 
Things,  thou  wilt  be  the  very  Image  of 
me  in  Miniature.  Whenever  thou  art  en- 
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ga^ed  in  Play  with  thy^Companians/ make 
ufe  of  all  thy  Cunning  in  ord^f  to  cheat 
them  ; hefitate  not  to  fay  any  Thing  which 
may  be  for  thy  Benefit,  whether  true;  or 
falfe,  it  matters  not, . fo  that  the  main  End  is, 
ferved  by  it  j let  not  Oaths  be  wanting  to 
eftablifh  any  one  in  a^  firm  Belief  of  what 
thou  layefi:  j nor  let  the  flightefl  Olfences 
pafs  without  hearty  Curfes  upon  the  Offen- 
der; thus  fiialt  thou  be  an  accomplifhed 
Reprobate:.  A Charadter  of  great . Dignity 
in  the  prefent  Age.  ■ If  any  one  does  thee  a 
good  Office,  let  it  be  forgotten  before  the 
pay  is  over,  - or  repay  it  by  feme  Injury  ^ 
but  if  it  ever]  happens  that  thou  doeft  ano- 
ther a Kindnefs,  though  it  may  be  merely 
for ' thy  own  Intereft  or  Reputation,  yet  ne-r 
ver  fail  to  upbraid  him  with  it  as  often  as, 
thou  can’jfi  find  Occafion.  • • '• 

If  a Neighbour  fhouLd  complain  to  thy 
Father  or  Mafter  of  fome  Damage  thou  haft 
done  him;  and  thou  art  corredted  for  it,  no 
doubt  but  it  will  raife  thy  Refentment  to  the 
higheft  Pitch ; never  let  thy  Mind  reft,  but 
meditate  Day  and  Night  "till  thou  haft 
. thought  of  fome  Method  of  being  fully  re-r 
venged  on  him ; play  him  all  the  mean, 
]paifcIiievous  Thicks,  which  Spite  and  Malice 

can 
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can  invent.  Be  thou  an  exad  Imitator 
of  me  in  one  of  my  chief  Charad:erifl:icks, 
which  is,  to  have  an  Antipathy  to  Order, 
beauty,  and  Elegance ; and  do  thy  Endea- 
vour to  deflroy  all  Appearances  of  fuch,  as 
far  as  lies  in  thy  Power.  In  confequence  of 
this  diabolical  Difpofition,  if  thou  art  in  the 
Country,  make  a Pradtice  of  treading  down 
Fields  of  Clover,  Oats,  Wheat,  or  Rye. 
Thefe  will  ferve  charmingly  for  thee  and  thy 
Companions  to  play  in.  It  matters  not  how 
much  of  the  Grain  you  trample  on  and  dc- 
ftroy  5 the  more  the  better.  Accuflom  your- 
felf  to  fport  with  Mifchief,  and  to  boafl  of 
doing  a great  deal  j look  upon  it  as  a Sort  of 

Heroism  j for  furely  moft  of  thofe  who 

are  celebrated  on  that  Account,  had  nothins: 
elfe  to  glory  in  ! — The  noblefl:  Subjects  of 
their  Fame  are  Bloodflied  and  Devaftations 
of  every  Kind  ! — Emulate  their  illuftrious 
Character.  If  thofe  whom  thou  injureft  in 
the  Manner  I am  adviiing,  refent  it  any  Way, 
don’t  thereupon  acknowledge  a Crime,  alk 
Pardon,  or  do  any  Thing  to  repair  the  Of- 
fence ; rather  aggravate  it  by  abufive  Lan- 
guage, and  by  repeating  the  Fault ; ftudy  to 
encreafe,  inftead  of  diminifhing,  any  Grounds 
of  Complaint.  Let  all  Things,  of  ufe  to 
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Mankind,  be  your  Averfion,  and  deflroy 
tliem  whenever  you  can.  Rob  Orchards, 
root  up  young  Hedges  and  Gardens,  demo- 
lifli  Flower-Beds,  break  the  Boughs  of  old 
Trees,  or  bark  thofe  that  are  newly  plant- 
ed j pull  up  new  fet  Hedges ; do  the  like 
by  young  Trees,  and  bark  the  elder  ones, 
that  they  may  perifh,  or  rend  off  the  Boughs 
with  the  Fruit ; poifon  Fifli-Pandsj  choak 
up  Wells  or  Fountains;  and  be  active  in 
every  thing  that  is  mifchievous  to  your  Neigh- 
bours. Deface  whitfoever  you  perceive 
others  innocently  delight  in.  If  any  neigh- 
bourinj^  Nobleman  or  Gentleman  has  deco- 
rated  his  Park  or  Gardens,  with  Statues, 
Bulls,  Obellks,  or  Temples,  feize  every 
Opportunity  to  mutilate,  or,  fome  Way,  to 
impair  them.  If  there  be  any  thing  exceed- 
ingly curious,  highly  prized  by  the  Owner, 
and  the  Admiration  of  Spectators,  be  you 
the  readier  to  marr  it,  that  it  may  adminfter 
no  more  harmlefs  pleafure,  and  that  he,  to 
whom  it  belongs,  may  be  provoked  to  Rage 
and  Curling,  and  to  the  hating  of  his  own 
Species. 

If  thou  lived  in  Town,  difplay  the  Marks 
of  thy  dedruCtive  Temper  on  all  the  publick 
Buildings  and  beauteous  Edifices  that  are  in 
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It ; breaking  Pieces  off  the  Corner-Stones, 
throwing  Dirt  againft  them,  or  any  other 
Way  to  blemifli  their  Beauty  j for  it  grieves 
me  to  fee  any  thing  graceful  and  magnifi- 
cent ; it  borders  too  much  upon  Happinefs  j 
and  let  the  fame  Temper  abound  in  thee. 
Rejoice  when  thou  find’fl;  any  frefh  Painting 
that  thou  may’ft  dirty  it  all  over : No  new 
decorated  Front  of  a Houfe,  finely  wrought 
Pallifadoes,  newly-painted  Doors  or  Win- 
dows mufl  pafs,  even  one  Night,  without  ’ 
being  vifited  by  thy  all-ruinous  Hand.  I am 
charmed  with  the  numerous  Inflances  I per- 
ceive of  this  truly  devilifh  Difpofition  in  this 
Metropolis.  In  being  thus  a fworn  Enemy 
to  all  that  is  decent,  thou  fhalt  gain  my  par- 
ticular Favour. 

We  may  now  fuppofe  thee  arrived  at  the 

Age  of  fifteen  or  fixteen Perhaps  thou 

art  the  Son  of-  a Nobleman  or  Gentleman, 
if  fo,  without  doubt,  thou  wilt  be  fent  to 
one  of  the  Univerfities ; Places  which  are 
the  chief  Nurferies  of  my  Pupils,  and  ma- 
ny of  whofe  Governors  are  in  my  Pay,  tho* 
they  do  not  all  wear  my  Livery.  Many  are 
the  Youths  who  have  gone  there  with  good 
Purpofes  of  improving  themfelves  in  ufeful 
Knowledge,  and  eftablifliing  themfelves  in 

vir- 
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virtuous  Habits ; but  fo  far  have  they  been 
from  effe<5ling  their  Defigrij  that  I have, 
by  the  many  Agents  who  do  my  Bufinefs 
tliere,  feduced  them  to  the  Pradtice  of  ai- 
moft  every  Vice  ; fuch  as  Drunkennels, 
Whoredom,  Profanenefs,  Swearing,, 

But  none  of  thofe,  who  have  come  there 
Reprobates,  have  I fuffered  to  go  away  one 
Whit  amended  j I take  Care  that  they  fhall 
• be  ftrertgthened  in  their  Wickednefs,  and 
make  them,  if  poffible,  ten  Times  more  my 
Children  than  before.  Thou  need  not  bo 
concerned  in  rriaking  any  Progrefs  in  thy 
Learning ; thy  Servant  may  perform  that 
Talk  for  thee  well  enough  ; it  is  beneath  a 
Gentleman  to  trouble  himfelf  about  the  Lan- 
guages, Philofophy,  Logic,  Rhetorick,  dsfc.— ^ 
•fulfome  Nonfenfe  ! fit  only  for  pedantic 
Heads.  Do  thou  fpend  thy  Evenings  jovi- 
ally, with  fome  of  thy  Fellow-Rakes  in  thy 
own  or  their  Apartment ; there  crack  fome 
Bottles  of  Wine,  and  a Bowl  or  two  of 
Punch ; toafi:  the  Healths  of  fome  noted 
Beauties ; get  drunk,  and  when  in  thy  Cups^ 
curfe  the  King,  drink  Health  and  Profpe- 
rity  to  the  Pretender,  and  about  three  or 
four  o*  Clock  in  the  Morning  flagger  to-bed  : 
If  the  Bell  rings  for  Prayers  before  thou  art 

up 
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Up  next  Morning,  thou  had  nothing  to  da 
but  jud  put  on  thy  Gown,  Stockings  and 
Slippers,  go  down,  and  Vvdien  they  are  over, 
go  to  Bed  again  j thy  Servant  will  take 
Care  of  all  thy  other  Affairs.  Thou  may’d 
Ibmetimes  join  in  a Party,  in  making  an  Ex- 
curfion  out  in  an  Evening ; difguife  your- 
felves,  knock  down  Men,  ravifh  Womenj 
abufe  Children,  and  breed  Dedrucdion  where- 
ever  you  go  ; lie  vvith  loofe  W omen,  and  by 
that  Means  procure  the  foul  Didemper,  and 
for  Want  of  Remedies  thou  may’d  perhaps 
die  of  it  j what  does  it  lignify,  thou  wilt  on- 
ly come  home  to  me  a little  the  fooner  : Or, 
if  thou  fhould’d  efcape  that  fadiionable  Dif- 
eafe,  yet  thy  irregular  Life  will  perhaps  kill 
thee,  fo  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  I 
have  thy  Company  in  my  infernal  Regions : 
But,  however  it  be,  if  thou  followed  the 
Courfe  of  Life  I have  jud  pointed  out  to 
thee  in  thy  younger  Days,  I diall  not  be 
afraid  of  loiing  thee  when  thou  advanceth  in 
Life  ; for  as  thy  Days  multiply,  fo  will  thy 
Wickednefs  j and  thou  may’d  very  probably 
draw  others  into  the  fame  Courfe  j then 
diall  thy  Rewards  in  Hell  be  great,  and  bear 
fome  Proportion  to  my  own* 
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Perhaps  thou  may’ft  come  to  the  Univer- 
fity  a fober,  virtuous  Youth ; if  fo,  I muft 
ufc  gentle  Methods  with  thee  at  firft,  draw- 
ing thee  on,  Step  by  Step,  in  the  broad  Way. 
I doubt  not  but  thou  wilt  be  furpriz’d  and 
{liock’d  to  fee  fuch  a DilTolutenefs  of  Man- 
ners reign  throughout  a Place,  for  which 
thou  ufed  before  to  have  the  greateft  Vene- 
ration j but  after  thou  haft  been  there  a- 
while,  and  become  familiar  with  the  Perfons 
there,  the  Wonder  will  by  Degrees  ceafe  j 
and  as  there  are  feveral  at  that  Place  whom 
I ftir  up  to  life  their  utmoft  Endeavours, 
and  make  it  their  higheft  Ambition  to  draw 
aftray  raw  innocent  Youths,  I doubt  not 
but  by  their  Arts,  and  pretended  Good-Na- 
ture, they  will  foon  lead  thee  through  the 
feveral  Gradations  from  a Slight  of  Religion 
down  to  a confirmed  Apoftacy  j and  will 
never  quit  thee  ’till  thou  has  fpent  all  thy 
Money,  and  run  thyfelf  into  Debt ; then 
they  will  forfake  thee,  and  thou  may ’ft  go  to 
Jail,  or  make  away  with  thyfelf  to  avoid 
the  Infamy,  or  take  fome  unlawful  Method 
to  procure  Money  to  fatisfy  thy  Creditors  ; 
fo  (halt  thou  bring  Deftrudtion  upon  thyfelf. 
But  we  will  fuppofe  thee  furmounting  all 
thefe  Difiiculties,  and  thou  comeft  out  of  the 
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Univerfities  a fire-hot  Rake  — the  World 
lies  before  thee,  fet  no  Bounds  to  thy  Li- 
centioufnefs,  regardlefs  of  all  Confequences, 
rufh  into  the  Enjoyment  of  all  thy  Heart 
wHhes  for ; go  to  Horfe-racings  and  Cock- 
fighting  ; frequentTaverns,Playhoufes, Balls, 
Operas  and  Mafquerades ; all  which  are  Nur- 
feries  of  Vice  and  Folly;  feduce  young  Vir- 
gins by  fmooth  Words  and  fair  Promifes  to 
admit  of  your  Embraces ; and  when  their 
Reputation  is  fpoifd,  leave  them  to  Want 
and  Mifery ; giving  no  heed  to  their  Remon- 
ftrances,  but  fatisfy  that  infatiable  Thirll;  , 
thou  oughtefi:  to  have  after  Variety  in  thy 
Pleafures  j and  pride  thyfelf  in,  and  boafi:  to 
thy  Companions  of  the  Numbers  of  young 
Creatures  thou  haft  undone  : Rejoice  when 
I tell  thee,  that  extraordinary  will  be  the  Re- 
ward which  I fiiall  prepare  for  fuch  eminent 
Services  : The  Guilt  of  all  thofe  whom  thou 
ruineft  will  render  it  ftill  greater.  But  let 
not  the  Thoughts  of  thy  approaching  DifTo- 
lution  difturb  thee ; flatter  thyfelf  with  the 
Hopes  that  a great  many  Years  of  wanton 
Pleafures  will  roll  over  thy  Head  before  thou 
comeft  to  the  End  of  thy  Days ; bask  thy- 
felf in  the  Sun-fliine  of  thy  Life  ; make  Sport 
of  the  Misfortunes  of  others;  opprefs  the 
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Poor  and  Defencelefs ; be  cruel  to  thy  Ser- 
vants, and  hard  to  thy  Tenants,  if  .thou  haft 
any ; be  inexorable  to  the  Cries  of  the  DiA 
trefted,  banifliing  all  Pity  from  thy  Breaftj 
betray  thy  Friend  if  it  will  ferve  any  Pur- 
pofe  of  thine  j and,  laft  of  all,  make  a Jeft  of 
Religion  j ridicule  all  thofe  who  profefs  and 
pradlife  it  j endeavour  to  bring  the  Rules  and 
Dodlirines  of  it  into  Difgrace,  blafpheming 
that  Being  whom  I tremble  'to  think  of ; 
when  thou  art  arrived  at  this  Pitch,  then  1 
am  fure  of  thee  : Tho’  thou  may’ft  perhaps 
have  fome  gloomy  Terrors  feize  thee  upon 
thy  Death-Bed,  and  tho’  they  may  be  only  a 
Prelude  to  what  thou  art  to  fuffer  afterwards, 
yet  let  not  thefe  Thoughts  interrupt  thy  pre-r 
fent  Courfe  of  Plcafuresj  For  why  lliould’ft 
thou  concern  thyfelf  about  thy  future  Happi- 
nefs  ? it  is  quite  unfafliionable  ; it  is  enough 
for  thee  that  after  thou  art  dead,  it  be  inferted 
in  the  public  News-papers,  that  on  fuch  or 
fuch  a Day,  thy  Body  was  carried  out  of 
Town,  and  buried  in  Great  Funeral 
Pomp  : And  for  the  prevailing  Confideration 
of  five  Shillings,  thou  may’ft  have  all  the 
good  C^alities  aferibed  to  thee  that  thou 
could’ft  defire  or  deferve,  hadft  thou  been 
ever  fo  good.  But  be  fure  to  obferve  when 
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tliou  comefl  near  thy  final  Difihlutlon,  if 
thou  haft  not  lavifh’d  away  all  thy  Eftate  in 
thy  unlawful  Pleafures,  pafs  over  all  Ties  of 
Blood,  and  inftead  of  helping  thy  poor  Rela-^ 
lions  and  Acquaintance,  be  they  ever  fo  many, 
or  ever  fo  neceftitous,  do  thou  leave  all  thou 

haft  to  fome  Hofpital  for  L g-in  Women 

or  B d Children  j fo  {halt  thou  have  the 

Praife  of  having  set  an  Example  worthy 
OF  Imitation. 

And  now  let  me  go  back  to  give  a few 
Inftru(ftions  to  thofe  Youths  who  are  born 
to  a(ft  in  a lower  Sphere  of  Life Per- 

haps, young  Man,  thou  art  bound  Appren- 
tice to  fome  Trade  ; very  likely  thou  cameft 
there  an  honeft,  fober  Youth,  neither  ve- 
ry virtuous,  nor  on  the  contrary  very  vici- 
ous j without  doubt  thy  Father,  at  the  En- 
trance into  thy  xA.pprenticefhip,  gave  thee  a 
great  many  good  Admonitions,  fuch  as.  To 
be  ^oery  diligent  in  thy  Bufmefs  j to  be  as  much 
concerned  for  thy  Mafier  s Welfare,  as  if  it 
were  for  thy  own  ; to  keep  clofe  at  Home  j to 
bear  patiently  all  the  Frailties  oj  thy  Mafer, 
making  it  thy  chief  worldly  Concern  to  pleafe 
him  ; to  fpend  thy  Evenhigs  well,  taking  Care 
to  avoid  bad  Companions  ; ne^oer  to  f peak  in 
Company  of  the  TraitfikHons  of  thy  Mafters 
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Houic,  or  BuftJiefsy  no  not  even  to  thy  dcarejl 
Triend y not  knowing  how  7nuch  the  Confequences 
may  be  to  his  Prejudice  j rather  conceal  than 
cxpofe  his  Foibles  j to  be  conjiant  in  going  to 
Church  on  SufidaySy  and  not  hearken  to  any  who 
may  intice  thee  to  go  a pleafuring  that  Day  ; 
never  to  wrong  thy  Mafier  in  the  rninutejl  Af- 
fair y or  of  the  frnallef  Value  ; in  forty  to  guard 
all  thy  Words  and  Adiions  that  thou  never  do  a~ 
mifsy  and  to  fortify  thyfelf  againjl  the  Snares  and 
Temptations  which  are  laid  to  ejitrap  unwary 
Touths.  As  the  Tendency  of  thefe  Maxims 
is  direifUy  oppohte  to  my  Interefts  and  grand 
Scheme,  it  mufl  be  my  Endeavour  to  render 
them  of  no  Effedt,  and  to  draw  thee  off  to 
the  Practice  of  jufl  their  Contraries. 

Thou  may’ft  hear  what  thy  Father  fays, 
but  pay  little  Regard  to  it  j for  thou  miifl 
flatter  thyfelf  that  having  lived  a fober  Life 
hitherto,  and  been  guilty  of  no  grofs  Sin, 
there  is  no  great  Danger  of  thy  falling  off 
now,  and  that  therefore  his  Advice  is  need- 
lefs ; I fliall  not  perhaps  at  firfl  lay  many 
Temptations  in  thy  Way,  that  fo  by  lul- 
ling thee  into  an  imagined  Security,  I may 
draw  thee  imperceptibly  into  the  firfl  Steps 
of  a loofe  and  diforderly  Life  ; fome  old 
Acquaintance,  or  new  acquired  Friend,  will 
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call  upon  thee,  and  thou  muft  alk  thy  Ma- 
fter  to  let  thee  fpend  an  Hour  with  him  ; 
as  he  is  a good-natur  d Soul,  thou  can’ft  not 
part  with  him  fo  foon,  'till  thou  haft  dou- 
bled vthe  time  allowed,  and  thou  may’ft 
excufe  thylelf  to  tliy  Mafter,  by  faying,  he 
was  a very  particular  Friend,  and  was  very 
urgent  with  thee  to  ftay  : The  next  Time 
he  calls,  it  may  be  perhaps  when  thy  Ma- 
fter is  not  within  ; he  deftres  thee  to  go  and 
drink  one  Pint  or  Glafs  with  him,  telling 
thee  that  thou  may’ft  do  it  fafely  enough 
before  thy  Mafter  comes  in  5 I know  thou 
wilt  make  Remonftrances  againft  it,  but  I 
will  not  fail  to  put  Arguments  into  his  Mouth 
to  perfuade  thee  5 fuch  as,  fitre  you  arc  not 
fiich  a confined  Wretch^  that  you  cant  ftir 
out  one  garter  of  an  Hour  along  ‘with  a 
Friend  i we  Jhall  not  be  above  two  or  three 
Minutes  j I would  not  be  confined  as  you  are 
in  the  Shop  for  never  a Mafter  in  the  World. 
Thefe,  and  fuch  as  thefc,  are  the  deftruc- 
tive  Notions  which  I would  caufe  him  at 
this  and  other  Times  to  inftil  into  thy  Mind  j 
they  will  tnake  thee  imagine  that  thou  haft 
hitherto  been  a mere  Drudge,  and  been  de- 
prived  of  the  common  Pleafures  of  Life  : 
} le  will  aflift  thee  in  making  Choice  of  fome 
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Other  Companions  fuch  as  himfelf,  all  of 
them  Difciples  of  mine,  loofe,  vain,  and 
lewd  young  Fellows ; with  thefe  thou  flialt 
fpend  an  Evening  now  and  then  merrily, 
and  innocently  as  thou  flialt  call  it,  but 
ril  take  Care  it  fhall  not  be  long  fo  j for 
fometimes  in  the  Height  of  all  their  Jollity 
they  will  exceed  the  Bounds  of  Sobriety, 
and  thou  wilt  not  be  a hearty  Companion 
without  thou  doeft  fo  too  ; thus  flialt  thou 
come  home  with  thy  Head  intoxicated  with 
Liquor.  They  will  fometimes  lead  thee  into 
a lewd  Houfe,  pretending  that  they  only  do 
it  out  of  a Frolick,  but  they  will  repeat  their 
Vilits,  ’till  thou  hall  by  their  Banters,  and 
by  the  fond  Carell'es  of  thofe  infernal  Crea- 
tures who  live  there,  loll  thy  Innocence, 
and  become  a Lover  of  thofe  Kinds  of  Plea- 
fures.  There  is  fo  eafy  a Tranlition  from 
Drunkennefs  to  Profanenefs,  Curling  and 
Swearing,  that  if  thy  Companions  draw  thee 
in  to  be  guilty  of  the  former,  it  will  not  be 
long  before  thou  learnell  the  latter  ; for  if 
thou  art  in  a Paffion,  how  is  it  polTible  for 
thee  to  Ihew  the  Excels  of  it  without  Im- 
precations and  Curfes  upon  the  Caufe  ; or, 
how  can’ll  thpu  think  to  be  believed  in  any 
Thing  thou  fay’ll  (efpecially  if  it  be  fome- 
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thing  ftrange  and  extraordinary)  without 
backing  it  with  an  Oath  ; beddes,  it  is  fo 
genteel^  and  fo  much  in  Tajie  to  rap  out  an 
Oath  now  and  then,  and  adds  fuch  a Grace  to 
Converfation,  that  why  fhould’ft  not  thou 
do  it  as  well  as  the  reft  of  thy  Acquain- 
tance ; but  what  charms  thee  moft  is,  that 
it  is  fo  manly  ! O thou  lov’ft  to  be  thought 
a Man  ! And  that  Defire  makes  thee  imi- 
tate every  thing  thou  feeft  in  thy  grown-up  • 
Companions  ; that  is  wicked  I mean.  Thou 
muft  join  them  when  they  make  Parties  of 
Plcafure  on  Sundays^ ; for  if  thou  art  kept  to 
thy  Bufinefs  all  the  Week,  fur6  thou  may ’ft 
have  that  Day  to  thy  feif  ? Thus  wilfthou, 
by  neglecting  going  to  Church,  and  reading 
the  Bible,  lofe  the  very  Means  of  Repen- 
tance, and  I ftiall  have  thee  the  more  fecure. 
As  thy  Expence  will  run  high,  if  thou  fol- 
lowed: the  above  mentioned  Courfe,  rather 
above  what  thy  Pocket  will  be  able  to  bear, 
thou  muft  contrive  fome  Method  of  procu- 
ring Money  to  fupply  thy' Extravagance ; — 
What  can  it  be?  why,* by*fecreting  fome  of 
thy  Mafter’s  Money,  or  Goods,  which  thou 
may ’ft  turn  to  Money  ; — Yes  — it  muft  be 
fo  — that  is  the  only  Way  of  fupplying  thy 
prefent  prefling  Occafions  j (I  will  take  Care 
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to  keep  thee  from  thinking  of  reforming, 
and  retrenching  thy  Expences:)  Befides  thou 
may’fl  form  to  thyfelf  a fine  cobweb  Ex- 
cufe  for  adfing  thus,  if  ever  thy  Mafter  be- 
fore had  fiiewn  any  Sufpicion  of  thy  wrong- 
ing him  ; for  thou  may’fi;  fay  within  thy- 
felf, My  Majler  not  fufpeB  me  for  no^ 
things  I ?nay^  as  well  do  the  Thhig,  and  have 
the  Benefit  of  itj  as  to  be  thought  by  my  Ma-^ 
fier  that  I do  it y without  Caiife.  Then,  when 
thou  art  thus  recruited,  • thou  may’fi;  rant, 
revel,  game,  and  drink  till  it  is  all  gone^,  and 

then  have  Recourfe  to  the  fame  Method  for 
• % ' 

Supply  ag^iin.  Let  me  leave  thee  for  a 
Moment  to  folace  myfelf  with  this  Thought. 

‘ O'  how  I fiiall  reioice  to  fee  this  Youth 
and  other  fuch  Youths  thus  running 

* headlong  into  everlafiing  Perdition,  ruin- 
f ing  their  immortal  Souls  for  a few  Years 
‘ (or  perhaps  but  a few  Months)  Pleafure  ! 

* I even  admire  my  own  diabolical  Art,  in 

* that^  I can  fo  eafily  intice  Mortals  to  the 
‘ Practice  of  tliat  which  is  fo  diredlly  con- 

* trary  to  their  true  Interefi  and  Happinefs, 
‘ and  fo  evidently,  that  they  need  only  o- 
‘ .pen  their  Eyes  to  fee  it.  I exult  in  this 

* my  infernal  Cunning,  and  glory  that  I 

* have  fuch  a fovereign  Sway  over  fo  large  a 
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* Part  of  the  human  Species.’* But  I re- 

turn to  thee,  my  Child.  — Thou  can’ll:  not 
follow  this  Courfe  long  without  fomething 
of  it  being  known  to  thy  Mailer ; and  if  he 
fhould  rebuke  thee  for  it,  be  it  ever  fo  mild- 
ly, do  thou  give  him  a furly  Reply  : V/hat- 
ever  thou  fay’ll  to  him  let  it  be  fill’d  with 
Saucinefs  and  Lies ; thus  llialt  thou  aggra- 
vate thy  Crimes  and  make  them  more  hei- 
nous. It  may  happen  that  thy  Father  will 
get  fome  Friend,  a reverend  one,  perhaps,  to 
talk  to  thee,  not  unlikely  in  the  following 
Strain  : Toung  Man^  the  RefpeSl  I have  for 
your  Father  induces  me  to  he  concern  d for  his 
Son,  concer?id  that  he  fiould  thus  leave  the 
Paths  oj  Virtue^  Honefy,  and  Integrity^  and 
be  fo  fond  of  gratifying  his  bafe  fenfual  Appe- 
tites and  P of  ions  : Have  you  fo  foon  loft  Sight 
of  your  good  Fathers  Example^  and  j ergot  all 
the  Inftrudlion^  he  gave  you  ? Enumerate  to 
yourfelf  all  the  Pleafures  you  reap  jrom  a dif- 
orderly  Life^  and  fee  if  they  will  over-balance 
thofe  which  naturally  flow  from  a Redlitude 
of  Mind  and  Manners  ; will  they  rccompence 
you  for  the  Lofs  of'  the  Favour  and  Protediion 
of  your  Friends^  and  worthy  Acquaintance^ 
Or,  can  you  find  amongfl  all  your  rak  'fl.  Com- 
panions^ any  who  will  fupply  their  Place,  who 
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will  do  for  you  what  they  have,  or  would  havi 
done?  Are  not  Debauches  always  followed  by 
Nauc eatings,  and  Extravagance  by  difiraBed 
thought s^  Why  then  do  you  chufe  them  rather 
than  that  Joy  and  SatisfaBion  which  fils  the 
Breaf  of  him  who  is  cofifcious  of  havhig  done  his 
Duty  towards  God  and  his  Neighbour  ? Can 
you  be  fo  infatuated  to  prefer  Pains,  Difeafes^ 
a broken  Confitution,  and  a hafetied  Death, 
which  are  the  neceffary  Confequences  of  Intern- 
perance,  to  Health,  Eafe,  and  long  Life, 
which  generally  attend  thofe  who  make  a mo- 
derate Ufe  of  their  Pleafures  ? Is  the  noify 
Pant  of  Rakes  and  loofe  Women  preferable 
to  the  Converfation  of  wife  and  prudent  Men  f 
And  vaftly  f range  it  is,  that  you  Jhould  take 
Delight  in  abufing  the  Name  of  that  Being, 
who  is  your  befi  Belief aBor,  and  upon  whofe 
Goodnefs  you  live  every  Day  ! Ought  you  not 
rather  to  refpeB  and  love  him,  in  the  highe/i 
Degree,  for  his  unbounded  Kindnefs  to  you, 
and  fdould  you  not  reverence  and  fear  him,  as 
he  is  Omnipotent,  and  not  only  can,  but  cer- 
tainly will,  punifd  you  for  your  Offences  againfi 

him,  except  you  repent  and  amend. Open 

your  Eyes,  and  view  the  Gidph  that  gapes  wide 
to  receive  you,  if  you  go  on  in  this  Courje  : 
Shake  off'  your  wicked  Companions  j Jl:un  the 
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Doors  of  lewd  Houfes ; reverence  Cod' s'Name ) 
be  diligent  in  your  Bufnefsy  for  that  wfU  keep 
you  out  of  Abundance  of  Snares ; exert,  all 
your  Force  to  break  your  prefent  Chains it 
may  be  a hard  F'ajk  perhaps  at  frfl.,  but  if 
you  will  be  refolute  you  may  overcome.  How 
great  will  be  your  Father  s foyy  to  hear  that 
you  have  forfaken  the  ruinous  Road  you  are  in, 
and  are  refotved  upon  a future  Amendment. 
I will  now  leave  you  to  your  own  RefeSlions, 
and  doubt  not  but  they  will  foon  determine  you 
to  follow  fhy  Advice. 

■ And  now  let  me  tell  thee  what  mufl:  be 

thy  Reflediions  upon  fuch  an  Occalion 

Mere  Cant ! Stuff!  Does  be  think  I'll  mind 
his  religious  Nonfenfe  ? No  Body  fiall  hinder 
me  from  taking-  my  Pleafure  in  tny  own  Way, 
and  making  the  mof  of  my  youthful  Days  j I 
will  go  and  have  my  Swing  out,  in  fpight  of 
*em  all.  Thefe  are  the  Refledions  I will 
put  into  thy  Head  upon  fuch  Occafibns,  and 
thereby  fruftrate  all  Attempts  that  are  made 
to  recover  thee  : And  though  thou  fhould’ft 
have  fome  Remorfe  after  fuch  a Reproof, 
and  fliould'd:  even  dehgn  to  amend  3 yet  the 
next  Time  thou  meeteft  a Companion,  all 
thofe  Refolves  muft  vanifh  inflantly,  and 
thou  muft  run  into  greater  Extreams  thaii 
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ever,  fquandering  away  thy  Money  ’till  thou 
haft  brought  thyfelf  to  Poverty,  and  then 
in  order  to  keep  thyfelf  from  Jail,  thou 
may’ft  go  upon  the  Highways,  and  there 
plunder,  fteal,  rob,  and  murder,  ’till  thou 
receiveft  thy  proper  Doom  at  TyburUy  and 
thy  Portion  will  be  with  me  hereafter.

DireBions  to  thofe  darling  Children  of  minCy 
whofe  Minds  are  pojjejfed  'Z£;/V^Envy,  Ma- 
lice, Treachery, 

QUrprifing  is  the  Mifchief  which  you  may 
do  in  the  World,  if  you  will  but  exert 
all  your  Vigour.  As  it  is  impoffible  you 
fliould  be  happy  yourfelves,  if  you  have  the 
above  Qualities,  fo  let  it  be  your  Endeavour 
to  render  every  Body  elfe  unhappy.  • If  you 
fee  Brothers  or  Acquaintances  united  in  a 
ftri6l  Friendlhip,  let  it  be  your  Joy  to  dif- 
unite  them,  and  fet  them  at  Variance  : Do 
the  fame  by  Families,  where  Peace  and  Con- 
cord reign’d  before,  do  you  introduce  Con- 
fufion  and  Strife,  ftirring  up  each  one  againft 
the  other,  by  falfc  lalinuations  and  Lies; 
How  can  you  bear  to  fee  a Hulband  and 
f -•  Wife 
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.Wife  enjoy  that  Exccfs  of  Happinefs,  which 
arifes  from  a mutual  Lov^e  and  Tendernefs 
in  each  of  their  Breafts,  without  doing  your 
utmoft  to  difturb  their  T ranquility,  by  exci- 
ting Differences  and  railing  Jealoufies  ? If 
in  any  Company  where  you  are,  an  abfent 
Perfon  be  well  fpoken  of,  do  you  detradl  as 
much  as  you  can  from  his  good  Q^lities, 
jnifconftruing  his  Intentions  and  Actions, 
aggravating  every  Story  which  may  be  to  his 
Difadvantage,  and  fupprefling  what  may  be 
for  him,  and  by  proper  Motions,  and  half 
Words,  hint  that  he  may  be  guilty  of  Things 
worfe  than  you  care  to  mention  : Thus  flrall 
an  upright,  honeft,  flourifhing  Trader  lofe 
his  Credit  and  Bufinefs,  and  be  ruined,  and 
yet  not  know  the  fecret  Poifon  that  has  hurt 
him,  much  lefs  guefs  from  whence  it  came. 
You  mufl  do  thus  to  your  Relations  and 
Acquaintances,  yea,  even  to  your  dearefl 
Friend,  however  who  takes  you  to  be  his 
Friend  j if  he  has  done  you  the  greatefl 
Kindneffes,  it  matters  not,  you  may  fawn 
upon  him  to  his  Face,  but  wound  him  be- 
hind his  Back  ; not  openly,  but  fecretly,  that 
fo  there  may  be  no  Poffibility  of  his  vindica- 
ting himfelf.  O I love  thofe  fecret  Accu- 
fers ! they  almoft  excel  me.  And  what  a 

noble

ftoble  hellifh  Joy  will  arife  in  your  own  ma- 
'lignant  Breafts  ? 

Let  not  the  Community  have  Peace,  if  k 
he  in  your  Power  to  difturh  it ; rail  againft 
the  King,  afcribe  to  him  every  bad  Q^lity ; 
teftify  your  Averfion  to  him  and  his  Govern- 
ment ; turn  off  the  Affedlions  of  the  People 
from  him  to  the  Pretender  to  his  Throne. 
His  Reign  would  be  too  mild,  and  his  Sub- 
jecfts  too  happy,  were  I not  to  ftir  up  fome 
fuch  turbulent  ungrateful  Spirits  as  yours  to 
fpread  Difcontent  and  Murmurings  in  the 
Land.  Never  ceafe  at  all  Times,  and  in  all 
Places,  wherever  you  are,  to  throw  out  the 
bittereft  Inveftives  againft  his  Minifters,  in- 

r 

timating  that  they  are  the  Source  of  all  the 
Evils  under  which  the  Nation  labours : If 
any  Difafter  befals  the  Land  in  time  of  War, 
or  Troubles  in  tinie -.of  Peace,  afcribe  it  all  to 
theif  'Mifmanagtment ; and  not  only  fo,  but 
that  they ‘defignedly  let 'them  come  to  pafs, 
in  order  to  ferve  fome  private  Views  of  their 
own.  -If  any  extraordinary  Advantage  ac- 
crues to  the  Natiorr,o  report  it  about,  that  it 
was  contrary  'tb-  the  Miftiflry’s  Intention ; 
thus,  by  oppofing-and  finding  Fault  with  eve- 
ry thing  they  do/^tfpecially  what  may  be  of 
Service  to  your  Country you  will  clog  the 
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^Vheels  of  Government,  and  be  the  Caufe 
of  their  taking  Meafures  very  detrimental  to 
the  Kingdom. 

Let  no  Scheme  be  fet  on  Foot,  whether 
by  the  Government,  or  by  particular  Sets  of 
Men,  which  may  be  of  Benefit  to  Society, 
without  your  endeavouring  to  render  it  abor- 
tive j an  excellent  Method  to  do  which,  is 
to  rumour  it  abroad  that  the  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons  concerned,  do  it  with  lucrative  Views, 
or  for  fome  Self-interefted  Purpofe. 

Let  each  Perfon  in  his  particular  FrovincCj 
employ  all  his  Talents  to  the  utmofi;  in  my 
Caufe. 

If  thou  art  a General,  what  a noble 
Field  thou  hall  to  exercife  thyfelf  in  ? If  the 
Minillry  have  olfended  thee,  thou  may’ll  be 
revenged  on  them  by  loling  a Battle,  and 
thereby  almoll  ruining  thy  Countrv  : If  an 
inferior  Officer  has  olfended  thee,  how  eafy 
is  it  for  thee  to  fend  him  with  his  Party  to 
fome  dangerous  Station,  where  he  and  they 
may  be  all  cut  to  Pieces  by  the  Enemy  : Be 
unmerciful  to  all  whom  thou  haft  con- 
quered  j that  will  make  thy  Enemy  the 
more  refolute  the  next  Engagement ; they 
will  not  be  afraid  of  venturing  thole  Lives 
which  they  know  they  mull  lofc  if  they  are 
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overcome.  Treat  thy  own  Ofneers  and  Sol- 
diers with  HaiightInefSj  and  diew  no  Con- 
cern at  any  Hardihips  they  may  undergo ; 
that  will  make  them  all  hate  thee,  and  ra- 
ther defert  to  the  Enemy  than  fight  for  thee  : 
If  thou  lovefi:  Money,  it  will  be  a Motive 
for  thee  to  licence  publick  Stews,  petty  Ale- 
houfes,  and  Gin-fliops  throughout  the  Camp ; 
they  will  do  excellently  well  to  prepare  the 
Soldiers  for  Death,  and  will  be  very  profita- 
ble to  thee.  For  Money,  thou  may’fi:  de- 
liver up  Towns  to  be  fack’d  by  the  Befie- 
gers  j and  if  thou  art  well  paid,  thou  may’fl 
fend  thy  Adverfary  Intelligence  of  every  Step 
thou  intended;  to  take ; and  to  preferve  the 
Appearance  of  the  greatefi:  Enmity,  thou 
may’d  lofe  two  or  three  Thoufand  Men  now 
and  then  in  a Skirmidi  j what  fignifies  their 
Lives,  fo  thou  can’d  but  heap  up  Riches 
by  it. 

If  thou  art  a Sea  Commander,  regard 
not  the  Advice  of  thy  inferior  Officers,  nor 
even  confult  them,  but  adt  according  to  thy 
own  imperious  Will ; fitcrifice  the  Intered  of 
tliy  Country,  to  the  gratifying  thy  own  Paf- 
fions  or  Avarice : If  thou  had  had  a Quar- 
rel with  a Fellow’  Commander,  or  Governor 
of  a Tov/n  or  Province,  thou  may’d  vent 

thy

thy  Malice  upon  him  by  denying  him  all 
Manner  of  Afliftance,  though  he  fhould  be 
attacked  by  an  Enemy ; in  llich  Cafes,  let 
thoufands,  yea,  ten  thoufands  of  Men  perifli, 
or  whole  Nations  link,  rather  than  abate  one 
Tittle  of  thy  full  Revenge  for  any  Affront 
thou  had:  received. 

If  thou  art  a Merchant,  do  thy  Part  to- 
wards ruining  the  Commerce  and  Credit  of 
the  Nation ; thou  may’ft,  by  mean  Tricks  and 
Artifices,  underhand  Dealings  and  Impofi- 
tions,  bring  an  Odium  upon  the  Britt fi  Name 
in  all  foreign  Ports  and  Markets. 

If  thou  art  a Tradesman,  fct  no  Bounds 
to  thy  ambitious  Views  of  getting  rich ; let 
every  thing  thou  do’ft  ferve  for  that  Purpofe  ; 
let  Gold  be  the  God  thou  worfiiippeft,  and 
in  fo  doing  thou  wilt  worfliip  me  : Let  all 
thy  bafe  Actions  be  fcreened  under  a Shew 
of  the  greateft  Integrity  and  Fairnefs,  and 
that  will  give  thee  a greater  Scope  for  prac- 
tifing  thy  Villanies.  Smile  in  the  Face  of 
thofe  whom  thou  art  going  to  over-reach  in 
a Bargain ; profefs  the  greateft  Friendlhip 
for  a Perlon,  but  at  the  fame  time  cheat  him 
out  of  all  he  has,  if  thou  can’ft.  What  Com- 
modities thou  haft  in  common  with  others 
of  thy  Trade,  fell  as  cheap  or  cheaper  than 
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they,  but  cxa£l  an  exorbitant  Price  for  what 
thou  haft  intirely  in  thy  own  Hands.  If  thou 
employ  eft  Workmen  under  thee,  beat  down 
their  Wages  fo  low  that  they  can  fcarce  live. 
Be  at  continual  Variance  with  all  who  are  of 
tlie  fame  Bulinefs  with  thyfelf ; let  it  grate 
thy  very  Soul  to  fee  any  of  them,  by  an 
honourable  and  fair  Pradtice,  gain  a larger 
Extent  of  Trade  than  thou  ; do  them  all  the 
ill  Offices  which  lies  in  thy  Power ; and  let 
it  be  fo  far  from  exciting  thee  to  adt  uprightly 
and  honeftly,  that  it  muft  fpur  thee  on  to  be 
more  adlive  in  all  the  Arts  of  Cunning  and 
Deceit : Scruple  not  to  wrong  thy  neareft 
Relation,  or  intimate  Acquaintance  j let  the 
Names  of  Father,  Mother,  Sifter  or  Bro- 
ther, or  Friend,  have  no  Influence  with  thee. 
Diftruft  every  body,  fearful  left  they  ftiould 
betray  or  wrong  thee  j for  how  can’ft  thou 
put  Confidence  in  any  one,  when  thou  art 
void  of  all  Faith  thyfelf?  Let  Money,  all 
powerful  Money,  be  the  ultimate  Happinefs 
thou  aimeft  at ; let  all  thy  Wiflies  terminate 
there,  and  all  thy  Adtions  tend  towards  pro- 
curing it ; for  facrifice  every  other  Inte- 
reft,  whether  fpiritual  or  temporal ; and  tho* 
thou  never  gaineft  the  imaginary  Good  thou 
dcfireft,  yet  ftili  purfue  the  airy  Phantom, 
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’till  Death  fnatch  thee  away  in  the  midft  of 
thy  mofl  fanguine  Hopes. 

In  fhort,  I would  admonilh  all  of  you, 
whom  I am  now  addreffing,  to  give  an  un- 
bounded Loofe  to  every  bafe  Quality  of  your 
Minds  5 put  no  Reftraint  upon  the  moR  per- 
nicious Schemes  you  can  invent  j pay  no  Re- 
fped  to  Tyes  of  Nature,  or  to  the  Laws  of 
the  Land  j and  by  your  fecret  Intrigues  fub- 
vert  all  Order  and  Harmony : Set  Parents 
againft  their  Children,  and  Children  againR 
their  Parents  j raife  Contentions  amongfl 
Neighbours,  and  Differences  amongfl  Friends  j 
excite  Commotions,  ridicule  Magifirates, 
laugh  at  the  Miferies  of  others,  and  fport 
yourfelves  with  thofe  you  have  undone. 
Numberlefs  are  the  Perfons  and  Families 
you  may  ruin  j fome  by  Oppreffion,  others 
by  Law,  and  others  by  flanderous  Reports, 
&c.  Infnare  young  Men  into  Vice,  defame 
young  Virgins,  and  vilify  elder  People  j de- 
light yourfelves  in  blackening  the  Charaders 
of  all  whom  you  hate,  and  you  muft  hate 
every  body,  except  thofe  who  are  your  Fel- 
lows in  Iniquity : Revenge  imagin’d  Injuries 
with  Implacablenefs  j and  if  other  Methods 
fail,  you  may  fet  Fire  to  their  Houfes,  de- 
Itroy  their  Goods,  or  watch  for  their  Lives. 

If 
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if  ye  do  thcfe  Things,  your  Wickednefs  will 
be  compleat.  (Thefe  are  often  the  Effeds  of 
Habits  and  Inclinations  implanted  in  Chil- 
dren whilft  young,  and  fuch  will  univerfally 
be  the  Cafe,  could  I but  perfuade  all  Parents 
to  follow  the  Diredions  I have  given  in  the 
6rft  Sedion.)  Fear  not,  my  dear  Children, 
but  that  I fhall  ufe  the  utmoft  of  my  Power 
againft  the  Omnipotence  of  my  grand  Ad- 
verfary,  to  proted  you  from  what  he  fays 
fhall  be  your  Punilbrnent  in  a future  State, 
Even  Horror,  black  Despair,  fierce  rack- 
ing Pains,  Woe  unutterable,  and  Terrors 
dill  to  come.  Heed  not  fuch  Threats  j trud 
to  me,  whofe  Word  is  fure,  whofe  Promifes 
have  never  yet,  nor  never  will  fail  you  ; and 
be  affured,  that  I fliall  confer  upon  you 
the  highed  Honours  which  you  can  pofd- 
bly  enjoy  in  my  infernal  Kingdom,  viz. 
Thrones,  Dominions,  Principalities,  Powers, 
C^c ; and  to  heighten  your  Delights,  you  fhall 
take  a View  of  this  earthly  Globe,  where 
with  Joy  you  fhall  fee  Millions  upon  Mil- 
lions following  your  Steps,  preffing  . for- 
ward to  bear  you  Company,  and  to  receive 
the  fame  Rewards ; but  with  Envy  (for  En- 
yy,  I mud  own,  will  dill  haunt  ye,  as  Spec- 
tres do  thofe  Mortals  whofe  guilty  Hands 
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have  perpetrated  Murder)  will  you  fee  the 
Youth  whom  you  defpifed  when  ye  were 
alive,  eager  in  his  Purfuit  after  real  Happi- 
nefs  and  true  Glory,  and  taking  the  proper- 
eft  Steps  for  attaining  to  it : See  him  duti- 
ful to  his  Parents,  and  loving  to  his  Bro- 
thers and  Sifters,  and  thereby  gaining  all 
their  Affeftions.  See  him,  while  young, 
ftudying  himfelf,  finding  out  all  his  own 
Frailties,  and  corredting  them ; leaving  off 
every  Habit  which  has  the  leaft  Appearance 
of  being  evil : Fruitful  in  inventing,  and  in- 
trepid in  executing  Schemes  for  doing  Good  ; 
and  as  he  grows  up  he  erdarges  them,  till 
at  length  he  extends  them  to  all  the  World, 
as  far  as  his  Power  or  Influence  reaches. 
With  an  E/z'uy,  nearly  equal  to  my  Vexation^ 
fhall  ye  view  him  fruftrating  the  utmoft  Ef- 
forts I (hall  make  to  feduce  him  to  Vice  j 
fhunning  every  thing  that  has  a Tendency 
to  lead  him  aftray.  He  ftrikes  his  Eye 
through  his  earthly  Life,  and  takes  an  exta- 
tic  View  of  the  heavenly  World  he  is  aim- 
ing at.  He  weighs  all  temporal  Things,  and 
tfteems  them  according  to  their  true  Value. 
His  Eyes  are  not  dazzled  with  Gold,  nor  do 
Titles,  fleeting  Honours,  or  flattering  Praifes, 
affe(ft  him.  His  fteady  Temper  bears  with 
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Conftancy  every  Misfortune  that  may  befal 
him,  and  fortifies  himfelf  againfi;  every  Snare 
' that  lies  in  his  Way.  With  Envy  Ihall  ye  fee 
him  pay  an  undifiembled  Homage  to  his 
Maker  j and  with  a mofi:  fervent  Devotion 
blefling  him  as  his  befi:  Benefactor,  and  feek- 
ing  Happinefs  only  in  his  Favour.  See  him, 
by  his  kind  and  affable  Behaviour,  gaining 
the  Love  of  all  who  know  him  ; and  by  his 
charitable  Difpofition,  he  has  the  Bleffings 
of  innumerable  Poor  who  tafle  of  his  Bounty. 
Like  the  bright  Morning  Star,  he  gives  De- 
light to  all  who  fee  him,  and  fpreads  his 
benign  Influence  wherever  he  goes.  See 
him  increafing  his  Knowledge,  to  the  End 
that  he  may  be  more  ufeful  to  Mankind : 
Perfectly  fincere  in  all  he  fays  j upright  and 
honeft  in  all  his  Dealings  j punctual  to  ail 
liis  Promifes;  fcrupuloufly  exaCt  in  giving 
every  one  his  Due  : So  noble,  fo  difinterefted 
is  he  in  all  he  does,  that  he  attracts  the 
Efteem  and  Admiration  of  every  body  : So 
exalted  are  his  Views,  fo  elevated  his  Soul, 
that  he  taftes  of  Heaven  while  on  Earth ; 
and  when  his  Hour  comes,  he  fmiles  in 
Death,  and  joyfully  meets  his  Crown  of  Re- 
ward.  Such  an  Inflance  this ! ’Twould 
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make  even  me,  Belzebub,  envy  him,  were 
I not  Prince  among  my  own. 


SECT.  IV. 

Directions  to  the  K— — . 

I hate  that  honeft  Heart  of 

thine : Thy  Intentions  are  too  good, 
ever  to  merit  the  Title  of  being  my  Servant. 
How  flioald  I rejoice  -could  I but  perfuade 
Tl’hee  to  efpoufe  my  Intereft  j then  would  I 
fpread  a Torrent  of  Wickednefs  and  Diflb-

O ! that  I could,  by 
the  Aid  of  thy  Minifters,  perfuade  thee  to 
yield  the  Reins  of  Government  to  them,  and 
take  thy  Eafe.  ’Tis  they  whom  ^ I would

llir  up 'to  find  out  new  Diverfions  and  frefh 
Amufements  for  thee  every  Day,  that  fo  be- 
ing involved  in  thy  Pleafures,  and  forgetful 
of  the  Affairs  of  the  Nation,  they  might 
guide  them  as  heft  ferved  their  own  Purpo- 
fes.  They  fhould  be  perpetually  fuggefiing 
to  thee,  ‘ That  Kings  were  the  Images  of  the 
Deity  j the  Almighty’s  Vicegerents  on  Earth, 
who  derived  their  Crowns  from  him,  who 
were  accountable  to  him  only,  whofe  Wills 
therefore  were  uncontroulable,  and  whofe 
Commands  (how  arbitrary  or  unjufi:  foever) 
mufi;  not  be  oppofed.”  What  does  it  avail 
thee  to  arrive  at  the  highefi;  Pitch  of' human 
> Grandure,  if  thou  mufi;  have  thy  Life  one 
continued  Series  of  Care  and  Bufinefs  ? Are 
the  Praifes  and  Acclamations  of  thy  Subje61;s, 
an  adequate  Recompen'ce  for  the  Trouble 
which ; neceffarily  attends  the  Infpedlion  of 
publick  Affairs,  and  redrefling  national  Grie- 
vances r Perhaps  thou  wilt  fay  that  they  car- 
ry their  Reward  with  them  ; that  the  Satif- 
fadtion  and  Pleafure  v/hich  thou  hafi:  in  pro- 
moting the  Happinefs  of  thy  Subjects,  makes 
thee  fufficient  Amends  for  any  Pains  thou 
may’ft  take  for  that  Purpofe  ; and  to  be  fiil’d 
the  Father  of  thy  People y is  more  plealing  to 
tliee,  than  to  be  called  Kmg  of  Great  Britain, 
, Let 
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Let  not  fuch  Thoughts  or  fuch  Reafons  in- 
fluence thee  : Is  it  confiflent  with  Royalty 
to  do  Drudgery  ? Or  is  it  proper  that  a So- 
vereign fhould  be  the  Servant  of  the  People 
he  governs  ? I abhor  the  Name  of  Father ! — 
Thefe  Kingdoms  have  too  much  of  a Father 
in  thee  j the  Joy  thou  reefeivefl;  when  any 
Thing  happens  for  their  Benefit,  and  thy 
tender  Concern  for  them  when  they  are 
diftreffed,  proclaim  thee  fuch  ; but  it  fhall 
be  my  Endeavour  hereafter,  as  it  -has  been 
hitherto,  with  the  Aid  of  thy  Minifters  fo  to 
bind  thy  Hands,  as  to  render  thy  Good-will 
towards  them  of  no  Effect.  Lend  an  atten- 
tive Ear  to  the  following  Precepts,  and  -if 
thou  wilt  but  practice ‘them,  I will,  as  a Re- 
ward, grant  thee  the  full  Gratification  of  e- 
very  Luft  and  Appetite. 

Choofe  for  thy  Minifters  Men  of  mean 
Capacities,  and  corrupt  Principles  ; whofe 
foie  Aims  are  to  amafs  Riches  to  themfelves, 
and  to  aggrandize  their  Families.  Taken  one 
into  thy  Favour  but  thofe  who  will  flatter 
thee,  and  who  will  praife  and  • cherifli  thy 
Foibles.  Let  none  pofTefs  the  "great  Pofts  a- 
bout  the  Throne  but  Men  of  flexible  Dif- 
pofitions,  who  will  be  eafily  fway’d  by  Mo- 
ney to  do  whatever  is  thy  Pleafure,  of  ra- 
ther 
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ther  the  Pleafure  of  thy  Favourite  ; and 
fuffer  no  Perfon  of  a noble,  difinterefted 
Spirit  to  be  of  thy  Court.  Permit  thy  Mi- 
nifters  to  encroach  upon  the  Liberties  of  the 
Subjedt,  by  that  Means  thou  ihalt  intirely 
lofe  their  Love,  Follow  the  Exam.ple  of 
one  of  thy  royal  PredecelTors,  in  encourag- 
ing Sports  and  Paftimes  to  be  pradtifed  on 
Sundays,  and  be  a Pattern  of  Licentioufnefs 
thyfelf ; fo  fhall  an  univerfal  Degeneracy 
fpread  itfelf  through  all  Ranks  and  Orders, 
from  the  Throne  down  to  the  meaneft  Pie- 
bean  j for,  as  thou  art  fet  in  fo  confpicuous 
a Light,  thy  Example  will  have  an  extraor- 
dinary Effect  upon  all.  Keep  no  Faith  with 
other  Powers ; let  no  publick  Treaties,  or 
more  private  Contradts  bind  thee,  but  break 
them  whenever  thou  thinkeft  it  will  be  of  the 
leafl  Benefit  to  thee.  Make  no  Inquires  into 
the  Merit  of  the  Perfons  whom  thou  puttefl 
into  any  civil  or  military  Employments,  but 
place  in  them  whoever  is  recommended  to 
thee,  Take  no  Notice  of  Perfons  who  have 
been  eminently  ferviceablc  to  their  Country  ; 
it  is  fufficient  if  they  have  the  Satisfadtion 
within  their  own  Breafts  of  having  done  their 
Duty } even  that  is  more  than  I defire  they 
ihould  have,  I had  rather  they  were  abufed 

and 
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and  mal-treated,  that  fo  the  generous  Prin- 
ciple of  Love  to  their  Country  may  be  rooted 
out  of  their  Breafts  or  dalh’d  in  its  firft  Ap- 
pearance. Treat  all  around  thee  with  Im- 
perioufnefs  and  Difdain  ; for  what  Advan- 
tage haft  thou  in  being  a King,  without  thou 
can’ft,  upon  Occafion,  fpurn  a Subjed;  from 
thee  with  Contempt.  I would  endeavour 
(but  fear  ’twill  be  in  vain)  to  infpire  ambi- 
tious Views  in  thee  3 to  levy  Armies  3 in- 
vent the  moft  trivial  Pretences  to  invade  thy 
Neighbour’s  Territories  3 ravage  Countries, 
pillage  Towns,  &c.  do  all  this  to  raife  thy- 
felf  a Name  3 what  does  it  lignify  if  thou 
lofe  thirty  or  forty  thoufand  Men,  if  fo  be 
thou  can’ft  but  make  thyfelf  noted  among 
the  Princes  of  Europe  3 and  furely  thy  Sub-- 
jedis  ought  to  be  ambitious  of  laying! down 
their  Lives  to  promote  thy  Glory.  Impofe 
grievous  Taxes  upon  the  Nation,  in  order  to 
defray  thy  extraordinary  Expences  3 and  if 
thy  Parliament  deny  thee  fufficient  Supplies, 
diflblve  it,  and  raife  them  thyfelf,  and  force 
the  Payment  by  the  Help  of  thy  Armies ; 
regard  no  Complaints,  but  perfift  in  having 

thy  abfolute  Will  obey’d. Thus  ad:,  till 

nothing  but  Murmurings,  Quarrels,  Con- 
fpiracies  and  Infurrecdions  be  heard  of  3 then 

ftiall 
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fliall  this  Nation  by  its’  Pride,  Luxury,  Dif- 
contents,  and  inward  Broils,  become  an  eafy 
Prey  to  a foreign  Enemy ; an  Enemy,  who 
has  long  been  waiting  for  its  Deftrudlion  ; 
they  fhall  then  come  and  fpread  Defolation 
thro’  the  whole  Land,  and  thou  (halt  fall  in 
the  general  Cataftrophy.  Then  lhall  my 
Throne  be  firmly  eftahlifh’d.  •

DireBions  to  Ministers  of  State. 

you  who  fit  at  the  Helm  of  Af- 
JL  fairs,  and  fieer  the  Nation  ; there-  ' 
fore,  it  w'ill  be  of  vaft  Advantage  to  me  if 
you  will  concur  with  me  in  my  grand  De- 
Jign.  Let  me  advife  you  to  wrefi:  the  Scep- 
ter out  of  the  Hands  of  your  Sovereign, 
leaving  him  only  the  Crown.  Let  none 
have  the  King’s  Ear  but  thofe  of  your  own 
Party,  and  who  are  at  your  Devotion  ; by 
which  Means  you  will  prevent  him  from 
knowing  any  of  thofe  defirudtive  Meafures 
I would  have  you  purfue.  Let  none  be  your 
Oppofers  if  Bribes  will  bring  them  over  ; 
and  who  is  there  that  will  not  be  moved 

with 
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Vith  glittering  Gold;  or  a lucrative  Poft  ? 
Thefe  Methods  may  indeed  be  very  expen- 
live,  but  you  may  reirnburfe>  yourfelves  out 
of  the  public  Revenue  ; for  have  you  not 
laid  it  out  in  national  Affairs  ? Encouraro 
Idlenefs,  Debauchery,  and  Voluptuoufnefs  in 
the  People,  reftraining-'  them  from  none  of 
their  Exceffes',  to  the'  End,  that  being  im- 
merfed  in«their  PleafureS,  they  may  be  re- 
gardlefs  of  the  Ruin  you  are  bringing  upon 
them  ; for,  whilff:  fome  are  eagerly  purfuing 
every  new  Delight,  and  others  < indolently 
pafling  their  Time  away  in  Eafe,  you  may . 
imperceptably  deprive  them  of  their  Liber- 
ties, and  bring  them  into  the  moff:  abjed: 
Slavery.  ' Difplace  thofe  Magiftrates  who ' 
have  render’d  themfelves  obnoxious  to  you 
by  too  great  a Vigilance  in  their  fefpedive 
Offices  to  fupprefs  Vice.  Let  it  excite  your 
Envy  to  fee  Merchants  almoff:  vying  with 
you  in  Wealth  j make  it  your  determined 
Refolution  to  humble  them  by  fpoiling  their 
Commerce  j detain  Fleets  ; deny  Convoys  ; 
let  ignorant  and  felfifh  Men  be  put  into  the 
Government  of  Provinces  abroad  ; and  take 
every  other  Method  to  diftrefs  them.  Al- 
ways conceive  an  Antipathy  to  Men  of 
Worth,  Learning,  and  Integrity  i let  none 

of 
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of  thhm  come  near  you,  nor  occupy^  any 
' Pofts  of  Honour  or  Profit,  for  they  may 
perhaps  find  an  Opportunity  of  detedling 
you,  and  laying  open  all  your  Schemes  of 
Villany.  Carry  a plaufible  outfide  Shew  of 
a difinterefted  Love  of  your  Country  j make 
long  Harangues  in  the  Senate  concerning  the 
Intereft  and  Welfare  of  the  Nation,  the  En- 
couragement of  Trade,  ereding  Manufac- 
tures, diftributing  Juftice,  &c.  and  feem  as 
though  your  whole  Souls  were  intent  upon 
promoting  the  Felicity  of  your  Fellow-Sub- 
jedls ; although  thefe  may  be  your  fallacious 
Pretences,  yet  let  your  Praftice  be  juft  the 
contrary  j rob  with  a large  Hand  from  the 
public  Store ; impeach  Noblemen  and  Gen- 
tlemen of  High  - Treafon,  and  get  their 
Eftates  forfeited  to  the  Crown,  that  fo  you 
may  reap  the  Profits  of  them.  By  your  In- 
trigues abroad  fet  Kingdoms  at  Variance, 
and  irritate  Princes  againft  one  another  ;

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that  Way  j import  Singers,  Dancers,  Mufi- 
cians,  encourage  the  People  to  imitate 
neighbouring  Kingdoms  in  their  Mafque- 
rades.  Entertainments,  Modes  of  Drefs,  &c. 
thus  when  you  have  brought  them  into  a 
lethargic  State,  you  may  eafily  furprize  them 
out  of  their  Privileges,  Rights  and  Proper- 
ties, and  every  Thing  elfe  that  is  dear  to 
them,  and  enrich  yourfelves  v/ith  the  Spoils. 
In  this  Manner  you  may  go  on,  undermi- 
ning the  State,  ’till  fome  others,  as  ambiti-

Com- 
pafiion  to  the  Diflrefled,  and  a Defire  of 
promoting  the  publick  Good  j admonifli- 
ing  to  Temperance  in  the  Gratification  of 
their  Appetites,  and  Moderation  in  their 
Pleafures  ; to  Honefly,  Sincerity,  and  Up- 
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rlghtnefs  m their  Dealings ; and,  ^bove  all, 
fetting  yourfelves  before  them  as  Examples 
in  thefe  Things  ; I fay,  were  you  all  to  do 
thus,  my  Kingdom  would  foon  come  to  an 
End : But,  Thanks  to  my  profound  Saga- 
city, there  are  few  fuch  now  to  be  found. 
Some  of  ye  I have  infpired  with  Ambition,' 
eagerly  ftriving  after  Deaneries,  Biiliopricks, 
and  Archbifhopricks,  for  Honour’s  Sake  :

fee  fuch  a hopeful  Generation  of  Youths 
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fpringing  up,  who  are  to  be  the  Inftru6tors 
of  Mankind  ! Yes,  Inifrudlors  I intend  to 
make  them,  but  it  fliall  be  to  ihew  People 
the  broad  Way  to  my  Manfions,  and  be 
their  Leaders  in  it.  I may  hope  for  a plen- 
tiful Harvdl:,  when  the  Perfons  fet  apart  to 
teach  Men  their  Duty,  and  guide  them  in 
the  Paths  of  Truth  and  Virtue,  revolt  to 
me,  and  pufh  my  Interefts  with  more  Vi- 
gour than  any  of  the  oppofite  Party  do  theirs. 
See,  fee  the  wonderful  Eifccfs  of  my  match- 
lels  Cunning  ! How  irrefiftible  my  Power, 
when  I exert  the  whole  Force  of  it  towards 
the  infnaring  of  human  Beings ! What  num- 
berlefs  Numbers  of  Mortals  Hand  ready  to 
execute  my  imperial  Commands  ! And,when 
I give  a Stretch  to  my  Abilities,  I make- 
Thoufands,  yea  ten  Thoufands  immediately 
pay  their  Devoirs  at  my  Feet!  Yet  flill  is 
my  Breafl  tormented,  to  think  that  there 
are  fo  many  of  your  Order,  who  are  not  to 
be  perverted  by  all  the  Devices  I can  prac- 
tife  againft  them  ; and,  like  as  a firm  Rock, 
which  ftands  unfhaken  arnidfl;  the  rufiiing 
Elements,  thus  do  they  reft  fecure  from,  and 
break  the  Fc^'ce  of  my  moft  violent  At- 
tacks : And,  not  content  with  that,  they  in- 
vade my  Territories,  loofing  the  Chains  of 

my 
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my  Captives,  and  fetting  at  Liberty  thofe 
whom  I had  bound  down  and  configned  o- 
ver  to  everlafting  Mifery.  With  Rage  am  I 
feiz’d,  but  alas  it  is  impotent  Rage,  when  I 
fee  them  routing  Sinners  out  of  their  lethargic 
State,  fhewing  them  the  Danger  that  lies  be- 
fore them,  and  their  irremedilefs  Condition, 
if  they  go  on  in  their  prefent  Courfe ; dif- 
playing  to  them  the  Beauties  of  a virtuous 
Life,  the  Serenity  of  Mind  that  attends  it, 
and  the  inexpreffible  Joy  and  Felicity  which 
will  be  the  Reward  of  it  in  the  other  World. 
But  that  I may  prevent  the  reft  of  you  from 
doing  thus,  I will  give  you  a few  Inftruc- 
tions  for  your  Behaviour. 

You  Gentlemen  of  the  Reverend  Order, 
who  have,  through  good  Luck,  been  raifed 
to  Archbifhopricks,  Biftiopricks,  (^c.  you 
may  fet  your  Hearts  at  Eafe,  look  big,  and 
bowl  along  in  your  Coaches  : Your  Diocefes 
are  rich  Paftures,  which  afford  you  a plentiful 
Maintenance ; but  let  your  Flocks  ftarve,  both 
Soul  and  Body,  rather  than  ftir  one  Finger 
to  help  them.  You  may  keep  gorgeouisE- 
quipages,  numerous  Attendants,  and  live  in 
fine  Palaces ; may  ftrut  about,  treat  all  infe- 
rior Clergy,  as  well  as  Laity,  with  Scorn  : 
How  improper  it  would  be  for  fuch  digni- 
fied 
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fied  Savers  of  Souls  as  ye  are,  to  be  feert  In 
Converfation  with  common  Men,  or  petty 
Parfons  : It  is  beneath  you  to  condefcend  to 
inftrudt  the  Poor  and  Ignorant  in  their  Way 
to  Heaven  ; rather  leave  them  to  the  Devi- 
ces of  their  own  Hearts,  and  to  my  devour- 
ing  Jaws,  than  thus  to  demean  your  high 
Office.  As  ye  are  Men  of  fome  Importance 
in  the  Government,  I would  have  you  inter- 
meddle more  with  State  Affairs  than  about 
any  prieftly  Concern  for  the  Sheep  that  are 
under  your  Care  ; for  having  received  your 
Honours  from  the  Prime  Minifter,  or  thro’ 
his  Intereft,  you  can  do.  no  lefs  than  join 
with  him  in  all  his  Schemes,  and  fupport 
him  with  your  utmoff  Vigour.  It  is  a great 
Hardffiip  that  you  are  obliged  to  go  once  in 
fix  or  feven  Years  all  over  your  Diocefes 
confirming  Youths : But  you  need  not  be 

over-much  concerned ; you  are  entertained 
well,  and  as  for  the  Labour,  you  may  hurry 
it  over  as  faff  as  pofiible,  placing  both  Hands 
at  once  upon -the  Heads  of  as  many  Boys  as 
you  can  make  your  Fingers  to  touch,  and 
fome  EfHuvia  may  perhaps  fly  from  the 
Ends  of  your  Fingers  to  others  who  are 
nearefl; : Before  you  difmifs  a Parcel,  you 

may  mutter  over  fome  Words,  but  in  fuch  a 

Manner, 
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Manner,  as  to  be  unintelligible  to  all  but 
yourfelves ; the  Lads,  when  they  have  got 
away,  lhall,  through  my  Inftigation,  laugh 
together  at  the  myfterious  Ceremony  they- 
have  undergone;  but  others  of  a graver  Caft 
fhall  blefs  themfelv.es,  upon  this  happy  Occa— 
fion.  At  your  Approach  to  any  Place,  I 
fhall  take  Care  to  infpire  all  Parents  round 
about  with  an  enthufiafHc  Notion,  that  now 
is  the  joyful  Time  when  their  Children  are 
to  be  made  happy,  and  to  be  infured  from 
ever  finning  more,  by  your  mofl:  holyTouch; 
looking  upon  you  as  an  Angel  come  down 
from  Heaven  to  fave  their  wicked  Children, 
and  to  eflablifh  thofe  that  are  good ; and 
they  will  reft  fatisfied  afterwards,  without 
troubling  themfelves  about  the  future  Con- 
du6t  of  their  Children ; imagining,  that  in 
fending  them  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Bifi^op, 
they  have  done  for  them  all  that  is  in  their 
Power,  or  all  that  is  required  of  them  ; 
the  Youths  themfelves  fhall,  for  the  future, 
take  lefs  Heed  to  their  Adtions,  as  I will 
make  them  think  that  Confirmation  takes  off 
the  Heinoufnefs  of  every  Crime  they  fliall 
commit.  But  for  thofe  Parents  who  have  a 
larger  Share  of  Underftanding  than  the  com- 
mon People,  upon  them  I will  endeavour 

to 
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to  make  it  have  a different  Effe6t,  they  fee- 
ing their  great  and  leading  Men  in  the  Church 
making  a formal  Parade  about  a Ceremony, 
which,  as  it  is  ufually  performed,  they  know 
can  be  of  Service  to  none,  and  only  impofeth 
upon  weak  and  ignorant  People  j it  will 
make  them  think  that  the  whole  of  Re- 
ligion is  a mere  Farce,  and  empty  Show. 
There  are  fome  of  you,  though  but  few,  and 
thofe  I hate  for  it,  who,  when  they  are  in 
their  Progrefs,  incourage  Youths  to  come  to 
• them  at  the  Place  where  they  then  refide, 
inftru£ling  them  in  the  Principles  of  the 
Chriftian  Religion,  inlightning  their  Minds, 
rectifying  their  Notions  of  Things,  explain- 
ing what  is  difficult  to  be  underflood  in  Re- 
ligion by  younger  perfons,  refolving  their 
Doubts,  laying  down  Rules  for  their  Beha- 
viour, by  which  they  may  gain  the  Love  of 
all  around  them,  and  the  Approbation  of  the 
divine  Being,  and  encouraging  them  to  the 
Practice  of  them  ; adding  withal,  that  they 
ffiall  take  Notice  of  their  future  ConduCt, 
and  ffiall  take  them  into  Favour  if  they  do 
well,  but  ffiall  quite  difregard  them  if  they 
do  ill  : Such  of  you  who  do  thus,  I de- 
clare them  my  bitter  Enemies,  and  ffiall  let 
no  Opportujiity  efcape  of  being  revenged 

on 
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on  them.  When  you  ordain  Priefls  or  Dea- 
cons, pay  no  Regard  to  the  moral  Charafter 
of  the  Perfons,  but  admit  into  Holy  Orders 
any  who  can  but  anfwer  fome  fet  Quellions 
which  you  may  alk  him  3 but  I had  rather 
you  would  make  a lucrative  Affair  of  it. 

Be  infolent  and  haughty,  affecting  a Sune- 
riority  over  every  Body  j entertain  an  utter 
Averfion  to  all  who  differ  from  you  in  Points 
of  Religion  3 but  you  muft  hate,  perfeciite, 
torment,  yea  even  deflroy,  if  it  be  in  your 
Power,  all  thofe  who  differ  from  you  In  the 
outward  Form  ofJVorJJdp.  ChrifHanity  (O  I 
abhor  the  Name ! ) in  its  firfl  Purity,  as  it. 
tvas  inflituted  by  its  Founder,  and  propa- 
gated by  his  immediate  Followers,  made 
fiich  Havock  in  my  Kingdom,  refcuing  my 
Subjedfs  out  of  my  Hands,  bringing  them 
out  of  that  Darknefs  with  which  I had  ovcr- 
fprea:d  the  World,  into  the  Light  whdch  v/as 
diffufed  around  by  the  Gofpel,  anxl  ravao-inp- 
all  my  Dominions,  that  it  exafneratcd  me  to 
the  higheft  Degree  3 I planted  all  my  Batte- 
ries againft  it,  employed  all  niy  Canning, 
and  pradUfed  every  Art  in  order  to  overthrow 
it ; In  fome  Meafure  I fuccecded  3 I did,  by 
Degrees,  Vvdth  the  Help  of  my  numerous 
Agents,  introduce  among  the  Clergy,  Pride 
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and  Vanity,  a Love  of  Power  and  Riches ; 
amongft  the  Laity  I diffufed  Ignorance  and 
Superftition  ; I taught  them,  by  means  of 
their  Paftors,  to  worfliip  Images,  Relicks  of 
Saints,  and  every  thing  elfe  but  the  true  Ob- 
jedl  of  their  Worfhip  : I fet  up  a Man  to  be 
Head  over  them,  and  conftituted  him  my 
Vicegerent,  and  made  the  People  imagine 
him  to  be  infallible  ; and  fo  diligently  did  I 
promote  an  outfide  Shew  of  Pomp  and  Re- 
ligion, and  the  ftridl  Obfervance  of  nume- 
rous Rites  and  Ceremonies,  that  there  was 
fcarce  any  thing  of  the  Subftance  left.  Tho' 

I did  all  that  was  in  my  Power,  I could  not 
prevent  the  Reformation  which  took  Place 
both  in  thefe  Kingdoms  and  in  others,  when 
they  threw  off  many  of  the  Fooleries  which 
I had  brought  into  Practice  j I raifed  up  fe- 
vere  Perfecutions  againft  them,  but  ftiil  that 
did  not  prevent  the  Progrefs  of  the  Refor- 
mation, and  I was  forced  to  lofe  a Part  of 
my  Empire  j the  utmoft  tliat  I could  do  in 
my  own  Caufe,  was  to  make  them  retain  fe- 
veral  of  the  Corruptions  which  prevailed  in 
the  Romifi  Church.  And  now'-,  my  dear 
Friends,  you  know"  how  defirous  I am  of 
keeping  the  little  Footing  I have  in  your 
Church.  I am  terrified  at  die  late  Attempts 
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made  towards  a Reform  in  it ; my  Requeft 
is,  that  if  you  have  any  Regard  for  me,  you 
will  admit  of  no  Amendment  i cling  faft  to 
the  prefent  Conftitution  of  the  Church,  and 
fuffer  no  Innovations  to  be  made  in  it  ; rail 
at  and  abufe  all  who  are  endeavouring  to 
purge  it  of  its  Impurities  j let  me  rouze  you 
into  a true  bigotted  Zeal  for  all  the  Rights 
and  Cufboms  of  the  Church.  If  the  civil 
Power  be  at  your  Command  (and  you  mufl: 
ufe  your  utmoft  Endeavours  to  have  it  fo) 
fend  Fire  and  Sword  among  all  thofe  wdio 
fhall  make  the  lead;  Oppolition  to  the  Man- 
ner in  which  you  order  V/orfliip  to  be  per- 
form’d. AlTert  your  Authority,  maintain  with 
Courage  the  Right  I have  convey’d  to  you 
of  fuffering  none  to  go  to  Heaven  but  in  the 
veryTradt  you  mark  out  for  them;  burn 
alive  all  who  ihall  deny  the  Dodlrine  of  the 
‘T-7'inity  as  contained  in  the  Athanajian  Creed; 
extirpate  from  the  Earth  thofe  who  fhall  re- 
fufe  to  kneel  at  the  Sacrament ; excommu- 
nicate any  who  fhall  be  fo  prefumptuous  as 
to  come  into  the  Church  without  putting 
his  Hat  before  his  Face  ; perfecute  and  tor- 
ture alt  who  will  not  bow  at  the  Name  of 
or  turn  towards  the  Eaft,  or  v/ho 
any  way  dilTents  from  the  eftablifhed;  Rules 
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which  you,  in  your  fuperlative  Wifdom, 
have  prefcribed.  Tho’  I am  difatisned  at 
the  littie  Ardour  you  fliow  in  thefe  Affairs, 
yet  I am  well  pleafed  with  your  winking  at 
and  taking  no  Notice  of  the  Profanenefs  and 
Immoralities  which  have  crept  in  amongft 
all  Parties  ; People  being  thereby  encouraged 
to  go  on  in  their  Wickednefs  by  your  for- 
bearing to  reprove  them  : And  you  of  the 
inferior  Clergy,  do  you  imitate  your  Supe- 
riors in  this,  making  flight  of  all  Offences 
committed  againft  the  Deity,  and  Breach  of 
his  Commands ; but  pronounce  Anathemas 
upon  any  who  ffiall  break  through  the  im- 
pofed  Rules  and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

You,  Reverend  Gentlemen,  who  by  In- 
terefl;  have  procured  for  yourfelves  Benefices 
and  Livings  in  abundance,  it  is  not  proper 
that  you  fliould  fubjedl  yourfelves  to  any 
Toil,  by  preaching  at  any  one  of  the  Places 
you  hold : It  is  my  Will  that  you  provide 
yourfelves  with  fome  poor  mean  Perfons  to 
be  your  Curates,  wlio  will  be  glad  of  any 
thing  for  a Maintenance  ; or,  if  fome  one  of 
jnore  Worth  and  better  Abilities,  through 
lack  of  Friends  to  folicit  his  Advancement, 
fhould  feck  to  ferve  you,  pay  no  Refpedt  to 
his  Merit,  but_  f^rew  down  his  Income  fo 
.'v  low. 
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low,  as  fcarce  to  fupply  his  Neceflitles.  And 
now  a Word  to  this  laft  Clafs  of  the  Clergy. 
Ye  are  in  a hard  Situation,  and  a hard  one  I 
would  have  it  to  be  ; it  will  damp  any 
fprightly  Genius  that  may  be  fpringing  up ; 
and  your  neceffitous  Circumftances  will  pre- 
vent you  from  furnilhing  yourfelves  with  the 
Means  of  Improvement.  If  any  Gentleman 
of  your  Congregation  fhould  be  pleafed  with 
you,  and  make  you  welcome  at  his  Houfe, 
he  may,  perhaps,  be  a wicked  Man,  and 
then  you  mufl  be  careful  never  to  reprove, 
nor  even  to  preach  againft  thofe  Crimes  of 
which  he  is  guilty,  elfe  I lhall  ftir  him  up  to 
forbid  you  his  Houfe,  and  not  only  fo,  but 
alfo  to  get  you  turned  out  of  your  Curacy ; 
but  if  he  be  a good  Man,  yet  he  may  have 
his  Peculiarities,  which  if  you  do  not  fall  in 
with,  the  Confequences  will  be  the  fame  as 
in  the  former  Cafe  : Thus  will  I triumph 
over  your  Virtue  and  Integrity ; for  tho’ 
you  know  your  Duty,  yet  will  I make  you 
facrifice  every  honeft  Principle  in  order  to 
gain  a fcanty  Support.  You  who  happen  to 
be  put  into  a Country  Vicarage  by  a Noble- 
man, Knight,  or  ’Squire,  in  whofe  Gift  it  is, 
you  I ordain  to  be  the  Dupes  of  your  Pa- 
trons 5 perhaps  you  are  his  Chaplain,  then 
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if  he  be  a merry  jovial  Perfon,  you  muft  be 
the  Sport-maker  for  him  and  his  Compa- 
nions, and  be  the  Butt  for  all  their  Jokes  and 
witty  Sayings ; nor  fliall  you  dare  to  objedl 
againft  any  of  his  Follies,  under  Penalty  of 
incurring  his  and  my  Difpleafurc  ; you  muft 
fawn  noon  him,  praife  his  Faults,  and  ad- 
mire his  Failings  : If  you  are  careful  to  do 
thus,  and  be  hearty  in  my  Caufe,  it  will  have 
the  Elfed:  I delire  upon  the  whole  Parilh,  ba- 
nidiing  from  their  Minds  all  Love  of  Virtue  5 
deftroying  every  Principle  of  Honefty,  Gene- 
rofity,  Benevolence  and  Charity ; and  cauling 
an  univerfal  Degeneracy  to  fpread  itfelf  every 
where,  to  my  Glory  and  Satisfediion,  and  to 
the  great  Increafe  of  my  Family.  But  if  you 
Ihould  have  the  Misfortune  to  be  ftrip’d  of* 
your  Living,  or  turn’d  out  of  your  Curacy, 
and  you  find  there  is  nothing  to  be  done  by 
your  Divinity,  you  may  imitate  the  Example 
of  one  of  the  Cloth,  who  now  exhibits  Lec- 
tures of  Buffoonei*y  on  a Sunday  Evening, 
nciir  L — /z— //f s Inn ; aWretch  whofe  Merits 
would  not  procure  him  aLiving  in  the  Service 
of  his  God,  I therefore  prompted  him  to  turn 
his  Talents  to  the  fupporting  of  my  Kingdom. 

• O ye  Sons  oi  Levi,  let  a general  Languor 
run  thro’  your  whole  Tribe  5 remember  that 

reading

reading  Prayers  and  Preaching  is  your  Trade, 
which,  if  it  be  done,  ’tis  enough,  no  matter 
in  what  Maimer  it  be  done.  You  may  mount 
the  Defk  with  a carelefs  Indifference,  rattle 
over  the  Services  with  as  much  Speed  as  a 
School-boy  would  his  Leffon,  leaving  the 
People  half  behind ; and  you  may  rejoice 
as  much  when  it  is  over,  as  he  does  when 
his  Talk  is  finifhed.  Whilfl;  the  Refponces 
are  making,  you  may  loll  upon  one  Elbow, 
and  take  a critical  View  of  the  Congrega^ 
tion,  not  in  order  to  fee  if  the  Worfhip  be 
performed  with  due  Reverence  and  Deco- 
rum, but  merely  to  fatisfy  your  Curiofity  to 
fee  particular  Perfons,  Dreffes,  fliewing 
the  People,  by  the  Levity  of  your  Beha- 
viour, how  little  you  are  affected  with  true 
Devotion  j that  fo  it  may  make  them  ima- 
gine, that  if  they  go  through  the  external- 
Forms  of  Religion,  ’tis  fufficient.  Wheii- 
you  afcend  the  Pulpit,  let  it  be  done  with 
an  Air,  not  of  true  Dignity,  but  of  affed;ed 
Pride.  You  who  are  Mafters  of  more  Learn- 
ing than  is  commonly  to  be  found  amongft 
your  Fellows,  do  you  fill  your  Sermons  with 
Difputes  and  Arguments  concerning  the 
Meaning  of  fuch  or  fuch  Words  and  Phrafcs, 
the  Signification  of  which  is  not  of  the  leafl 
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Importance  to  the  Hearers ; you  may  tell 
them  that  fo  and  fo  it  was  in  the  original 
Hebrew,  but  that  you  found  it  bear  a diffe- 
rent Senfe  in  the  Septuaghit,  and  different 
ftill  in  an  Arabic  Copy,  reading  over  to 
them  Scraps  of  thofe  Languages,  then 
you  may  give  them  your  Opinion  to  decide 
the  whole  : The  wondering  People  will  * 
gaze  and  be  aftonifh’d  at  your  profound  Eru- 
dition, and  will  immediately  conclude,  that 
fo  learned  a Man  can’t  poffibly  be  wrong  in 
any  Point  of  Religion,  and  will  put  an  im- 
plicit Faith  in  ail  you  fay ; then  you  may  be 
of  great  Service  to  me,  efpecially  if  you  have 
any  favourite  Vices  of  your  own  which  you 
would  excufe,  by  mifconflruing  fome  Paffa- 
ges  of  Scripture,  and  wrefting  others  to 
your  own  Purpofe,  to  take  off  the.  Heinouf- 
nefs  of  fuch  Crimes  you  are  guilty  of,  and 
inducing  People  to  pradfife  the  fame.  As 
for  you  of  the  Clergy,  who  raife  not  your 
Thoughts  above  the  common  Courfe  of 
Things,  let  your  Sermons  be  a Series  of  con- 
fufed  Nonfenfe  j and  read  them  over  in  a 
Manner  proper  to  lull  the  Congregation  to 
deep.  Let  me  perfwade  all  you  of  the  Cler- 
gy, who  have  any  Refpedl:  for  me,  to  flum 
as  you  would  the  Plague,  and  as  Pcrfons 
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whom  I utterly  hate,  thofe  of  your  Bre- 
thren whofe  whole  Concern  it  is  to  be  as 
ferviceable  as  they  can  to  Mankind,  both  in 
their  publick  Capacity,  and  in  private  Life ; 
and  particularly  fee  that  you  adt  diredlly  con- 
trary to  the  Charadter  of  the  Man  whom  ye 
will  know  by  the  Defcription  I here  give  of 
him. His  graceful  and  devout  Beha- 

viour, whilfl  he  is  performing  divine  Wor- 
fhip  ftrikes  all  that  are  prcfent  with  a pro- 
per Awe  : He.  reads  the  Prayers  with  a De- 
liberation and  Fervency  becoming' Creatures 
addreffing  their  Creator  ; and  fo  great  an  Ef- 
fed:  has  it  upon  the  Congregation,  as  to  caufe 
them  all  to  join  him  with  Heart  and  Mind : 
His  Sermons  are  fitly  calculated  to  point  out 
to  Sinners  the  fatal  Confequences  of  vicious 
Courfes,  to  inftrudt  the  Ignorant  in  their 
Way  to  eternal  Life,  and  full  of  Motives  to 
biafs  the  Wavering  to  the  Choice  of  fubftan- 
tial  Good  : His  well-chofen  Expreffions  fink 
deep  into  the  Minds  of  the  Audience  ; and 
he  delivers  them  with  a majeflic  Sweetnefs 
which  prejudices  the  Hearers  in  favour  of 
whatever  he  fhall  faV)  and  inclines  them  to 
comply  with  what  he  lhall  didlatc  to  them  j 
this,  join’d  to  an  Energy  becomingTruth,and 
firong  inconteftable  Arguments,  firikes  home 
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to  the  Confciences  of  Sinners,  and  convinces 
thofe  who  before  were  Unbelievers.  He  is  a 
Phylician  not  only  to  the  Souls,  but  to  the 
Bodies  of  thofe  Poor  about  him  who  can’t 
afford  to  procure  a regular  one.  He  often  fits 
like  a Magiftrate,  and  the  whole  neighbour- 
hood round  bring  their  Differences  before 
him,  and  he  decides  them  with  the  greateff 
Equity,  and  generally  to  the  Satisfaction  of 
both  Parties  j making  the  Offenders  afhamed 
of  what  they  have  done  amifs.  • By  his  good 
Offices  he  fpreads  Peace  throughout  the  Pa- 
rifh,  reconciling  Enemies,  and  uniting  all  in 
one  general  Friendfhip.  His  Heart  bounds 
with  Joy  when  he  has  an  Opportunity  of  faving 
a Family  from  Ruin,  by  lending  them  Money, 
Intereft  free,  and  affifting  them  to  follow  their 
Bufinefs  with  Credit.  Prudence  alone  fets 
Limits  to  his  charitable  and  beneficent  Tem- 
per. His  Chearfulnefs  and  affable  Behaviour 
make  him  a welcome  Gueft  wherever  he 
goes,  being  refpeCted  and  beloved  by  all  who 
know  him ; even  the  moft  bluflering  Repro- 
bate fhrinks  back  into  himfelf,  and  is  over- 
aw’d when  in  his  Prefence : Malice  itfelf  finds 
’ no  Room  for  Defamation  in  him.  Thefe  are 
‘ die 'Lines  of  that  hateful  Charadfer,  the  Op- 
pofites  of  which  I would  have  you  purfue. 
o:  Let 
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Let  me  now  give  a few  Dlre6tions  to  the 
Clergy  of  thofe  Parties  who  dilfent  from  the 
eftablilh’d  Church.  Do  ye  infinuate  each 
of  ye  to  your  Flocks,  that  when  their  Fore- 
fathers left  the  Church  Ejigland  all  Truth, 
Honefly,  Religion,  and  Goodnefs  forfook  it 
likewife ; that  Godlinefs  is  to  be  found  a- 
mongib  them  alone,  and  that  they  are  the  pe- 
culiar Children  of  the  Mod;  High  j thus  be- 
ing puffed  up  with  Vanity,  they  will  become 
an  ealier  Prey  to  my  lurking  Snares.  Teach 
them  to  have  an  Averfion  to  People  of  other 
Sed:s,  not  becaufe  they  are  guilty  of  any  evil 
Practices,  but  becaufe  they  go  to  Church, 
differ  in  Sentiments  s becaufe  they  bow  at 
the  Name  of  J>^uSy  or  take  the  Sacrament 
kneeling,  or  go  to  hear  Organs.  Let  Hy- 
pocrify,  the  natural  Confequence  of  Pre- 
tences Ho  ejttraordinary  Sandtity,  mingle  it- 
felf  in  all  your  A(5tions.  Let  your  publick 
Worfliip  be  always  of  a long  Duration,  to 
fliew  that  you  are  never  weary  of  good 
Things ; it  may  be  of  Service  to  me  by  ma- 
king every  Body  elfe  weary  of  them.  Let 
your  Prayers  be  of  an.  extraordinary  Length, 
that  fo  the  younger  Folks  may  be  laid  to 
Sleep,  and  the  reft  be  forced  to  turn  their 
Eyes  and  Thoughts  upon  fome  new  Objedls, 
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in  order  to  keep  themfelves  awake  : You 
need  not  be  much  concerned  for  Materials 
to  prolong  your  Prayers,  there  are  fome 
Phrafes  and  ExprefTions  which  you  may  re- 
peat twenty  Times  over,  with  a little  Varia- 
tion ; it  will  help  to  cheat  thofe  over- religi- 
ous Perfons,  who  think  that  a great  deal  of 
Devotion  lies  in  faying  over  thofe  and  fuch 
like  Words,  and  thofe  of  more  Difcern- 
ment  will  be  offended,  and  they  will  intirely 
negle(ft  your  Houfe  of  Worfhip  • thus  will 
my  Intereft  be  promoted.  Read  your  Ser- 
mons over  in  a dull,  wTining  Tone,  and  let 
them  be  filled  with  Exclamations  againil: 
Sin  ! The  Loathfomenefs  of  Sin  ! The  eter- 
nal and  firey  Torments  which  will  be  ihe 
Punifhment  of  Sin  ! But  give  them  no  In- 
ftrudtions  how  each  one  mufi;  perform  the 
Duties  of  their  refpedlive  Stations,  fo  as  to 
gain  Applaufe  both  in  Heaven  and  on  Earth  : 
you  may  tell  them  they  mufi  refifl  my 
Temptations  ; but  don’t  difclofe  to  them  the 
fecret  Ways  by  which  thofe  Temptations 
Real  upon  them,  and  at  length  force  them  to 
comply  ; nor  point  out  to  them  the  firfl 
Rife  and  Progrefs  of  vitious  Habits,  for  if 
ye  do,  it  will  make  them  guard  again  ft  rrly 
iirft  Approaches,  and  conquer  me  whilft  my 
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Power  over  them  is  but  weak  5 ’twould  teach 
them  to  crulh  every  finful  Inclination  in  its 
firft  Appearance,  and  to  watch,  left  at  any 
Time  they  are  caught  by  my  Devices ; this 
would  be  a heavy  Stroke  againft  my  Em- 
pire. You  may  alfo  in  your  Sermons  inveigh 
againft  all  other  Parties  but  your  own,  ad- 
vancing it  for  a Truth,  that  no  Salvation  is 
to  be  obtain’d  by  any  except  they  hold  your 
Faith  ; and  ingraft  in  your  young  Folk  the 
fame  Prejudices,  that  fo  they  may  preferve 
thofe  narrow  Principles  as  long  as  they  live. 
It  is  by  thefe  Methods,  that,  to  my  great 
Joy,  the  Nation  has,  and  will  ftill  fplit  into 
Se<fts  of  various  Denominations  ; I take  Care 
to  foment  Differences  between  them,  and 
make  them  quarrel  among  themfelves.  The 
Church  ftiall  exclaim  againft  all  who  do  not 
join  in  her  Communion,  calling  them  Here- 
ticks,  and  Enemies  to  true  catholic  Religion, 
and  therefore  Enemies  to  Chrift  the  Head 
of  the  Church.  The  Prejbiterians  lhall  rail 
at  all  Church-Authority  and  Government  ; 
againft  Archbiffiops,  Biftiops,  Deans,  Pre- 
bends, &c.  declaring  it  to  be  contrary  to  the 
Defign  of  Chrift  and  his  Apoftles,  and  who- 
ever joins  with  them  are  out  of  their  Road 
to  eternal  Life.  The  Baptijis  fliall  pro- 
nounce 
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inouncfe  all  loft,  who,  regardlefs  of  foimpor- 
|ant  a Point  of  the  Chriftlan  Religion,  ne- 
gle(ft  to  be  baptifed  when  they  come  to  ma- 
ture Growth.  The  fakers  ftiall  bar  up 
the  Road  to  Heaven  againft  all  who  do  not 
wear  a douch’d  Hat,  or  that  have  not  been  af- 
feded  with  the  Workings  of  the  Spirit.  The 
*TrinkariatiSy  zealous  for  their  Caufe,  ftiall 
not  allow  thofe  to  be  Chriftians  who  deny 
the  Godhead  of  yefus  and  ftiall  adjudge 
them  to  everlafting  Puniftiment  who  hold  fo 
damnable  a Dodrine  : Their  Antagonifts, 
animated  with  no  lefe  a 2^al,  ftiall  affirm, 
that  no  place  amongft  the  Bleffed  will  be 
fpared  to  thofe  who  are  fo  prefumptuous  to 
think  that  Chrift  is  equal  to  the  Fatlier.  The 
Metbodijls  ftiall  exclude  all  from  the  Man- 
ffons  of  Blifs,  who  do  not  firmly  believe,  that 
the  Blood  of  Chrift  alone  is  fufficient  to  wafti 
away  all  their  Sins,  and  make  them  holy  j 
and  declare  thofe  to  be  in  an  unregenerate 
State  w^ho.fct  any  Value  upon  good  Works. 
Thus  whilft  all  Parties  are  fiercely  contend- 
ing about  Words  and  Faiths,  I will  bear  away 
from  them  all  that  is  fubftantial  in  Religion, 
or  that  is  Praife-worthy  in  Chriftianity,  and 
leave  them  nothing  but  the  Shadow  to  ftrivc 
about. 
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Ye  Leaders  and  Founders  of  the  lail  men-k 
tioned  Se£t,  ye  need  not  be  fearfubof  me  5 I 
am  not  offended  at  you,  nor  fhall  be,  fo  long 
as  your  Zeal  exceeds  the  Bounds  of  Mode- 
ration, or  fo  long  as  it  partakes  of  Eiithufi- 
afm  : I will  allow  you  to  ftrike  the  Paffions 
of  thofe  you  preach  to,  but  take  Care  that 
you  do  not  addrefs  yourfelves  to  their  Under- 
Handings,  nor  redify  their  Judgments,  nor 
purify  their  AHedions  : Be  careful  that  your 
Voices  are  well  modelled  ; let  them  be  ner- 
vous, railing  them  by  Degrees,  as  you  fee  the 
People  affeded  ; let  your  Sermons  be  full  of 
Raptures  and  numberlefs  O’s  ! let  Chrifi'} 
and  the  Love  of  Chrift  ! be  often  repeated 
with  an  extraordinary  Emphafis,  it  will  have 
a furprifing  Effed  upon  the  Minds  of  the 
Audience  ; then,  exhalting  your  Voice'  Hill 
more,  fliouting  out  your  Hands,  and  by  other 
violent  Motions,  you-  may  wind  them  up  by 
quick  Advances  to  the  highefl  Pitch  of  Tran- 
fport,  till  their  Spirits  being  waHed,  unable 
to  bear  fo  vafl  a Stretch,  they  fink  down  with 
a Groan  which  runs  thro’  the  whole  Affem- 
bly  5 juft  like  ratling  Thunder,  which  cracks 
and  breaks  in  every  Quarter,  the  neighbour- 
ing Clouds  eccho  the  rifing  Sound,  till  at 
length  k rolls  dreadful  through  the  whole 
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expanded  Space.  — Sometimes  you  may  ve- 
hemently denounce  Damnation  upon  ail  who 
have  not  felt  the  irrefiftable  Workings  of  re- 
generating Grace  in  the  Heart,  and  which 
muft  be  patiently  waited  for  ; but  that  thofe 
who  have  been  blefled  with  thefe  awa- 
kening and  enlivening  Effedts  of  the  Spirit, 
are  fafe  from  Danger,  and  are  fure  of  arriv- 
ing at  the  Land  of  Blifs  : The  Effects  of  this 
will  be,  that  thofe  of  your  Followers  whofe 
Conftitutions  will  not  fuffer  them  to  be 
flrongly  actuated  by  your  vehement  Words, 
will  fall  into  Defpair, thinking  they  were  def- 
tined  by  Providence  to  be  for  ever  miferable, 
whatever  they  do  being  of  no  avail ; On  the 
other  Hand,  thofe  of  a more  lively  Imagina- 
tion will  readily  interpret  the  Agitations  of 
their  Minds,  as  they  fit  under  the  bleffed 
Word,  to  be  the  Effedt  of  heavenly  Light 
darting  into  their  Souls  j they  being  certain 
of  a Reward  in  the  other  World,  and  firmly 
believing  they  are  in  high  Favour  with  their 
God,  conceive  a fecret  Scorn  and  Contempt 
of  all  the  World  befides  ; ’tis  thefe  I play 
my  Arts  upon  with  Advantage,  efpecially

tured, mean,  felfifli  and  indolent,  fpurring

fuch  a folemn  Farce  of  it,  and  are  furfeited 
with  the  nauceous  Phrafes  and  mean  Com- 
parifons  I often  put  into  the  Mouths  of  fuch 
who  thus  ademble  together,  both  in  their  De- 
votions there,  and  in  their  common  Conver- 
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fatlon  : Judge  ye  whether  I am  not  right  in* 
what  I fay : Will  an  indifferent  Perfon  be 
induced  fooner  to  forfake  Chriftianity,  and 
betake  himfelf  to  licentious  Courfes,  by  hear- 
ing a profane  Bfafphemer  affirm,  that  there 
is  no  God,  nor  a future  State  ; or  by  hearing  a 
profeffed  holy  Devotee  crying  out  in  an  Exta- 
cy,  O — fweet  Jefus ! how  could  I hug  thee  in 
my  Anns  ? the  former  may  put  him  upon 
ufing  his  own  Reafon  in  the  Cafe,  but  the  lat- 
ter will  be  fure  to  furfeit  him  j go  on  there- 
fore in  the  Courfe  I have  prefcribed  to  you, 
deceiving  and  being  deceived  ; intoxicating 
the  Minds  of  your  Followers  with  vain 
Hopes,  and  laying  them  but  more  open  to  my 
Attempts  : Tho’  you  may  frighten  fome  out 
of  their  Sins,  yet  I hope  in  ballancing  Ac- 
counts, the  Advantage  will  be  upon  my  Side.

you  can  drike  whole  Heaps  of  Gazers  dead  ; 
that  with  a Smile,  or  a Frown,  a Flirt  of 
your  Fan,  Tofs  of  your  Head,  &c.  you  can 
make  a Man  happy  or  miferable  : Throw  off 
then  your  Modedy,  and  let  not  that  prevent 
you  from  enjoying  fuch  high  Delights ; dif- 
fer yourfelves  to  be  ogled  without  Concern, 
and  to  be  praifed  without  Blufhing  j think 
not  the  worfe  of  a Man  for  being  rakifh, 
lewd,  or  profane,  I have  fo  far  prevailed  as 
to  make  it  fafhionable  among  Ladies  of  Rank 
to  admit  of,  and  be  pleafed  with  the  Addreffes 
of  fuch  5 dartle  not  therefore  if  they  fhould 
take  Liberties  with  you  beyond  the  Bounds 
of  Decency.  And  thus  when  you  have  once 
diveded  yourfelves  of  Modedy,  your  Cha- 
dity  will  foon  follow,  and  when  Chadity  is 
gone,  true  Delicacy,  that  Heightner  of  every 
good  Quality,  will  quickly  be  laid  adde ; thus 
will  I lead  you  by  gradual  Steps,  from  your 
former  Height  of  Glory,  down  to  the  lov/ed 
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Ebb  of  fallen  Angels:  Your  fparkling  Wit, 
which  before  enlivened  the  Converfation  of 
every  Company  in  which  you  joined,  fhall 
now  only  enable  you  to  make  your  fatyrical  ' 
Refledions  more  pointed  upon  thofe  whom 
you  would  depreciate  ; your  enchanting 
Tongues,  which  ufed  to  delight  in  Truth, 
lhall  now  be  employed  in  deceiving,  llan- 
dcring,  and  backbiting  ; every  other  Fa- 
culty of  your  Mind  diall  likewife  be  pervert- 
ed to  the  bafeft  Purpofes,  and  ye  flrall  be- 
come the  profeffed  Daughters  of  my  puif- 
fant  Prince  Belzebub,  and  of  him  ye  diall 
receive  your  Reward. 

It  is  not  fo  with  that  lovely  Fair  (lovely 
to  every  Mortal  who  fees  or  knows  her,  but 
to  me  a moft  bitter  Enemy)  whofe  Name 
I dare  not  mention  j (lie  (lands  Superior  to 
all  my  Attacks,  and  baffles  all  my  Machi- 
nations. O how  I do  gnaffl  my  Teeth  with 
Vexation  to  fee  her  fetting  at  nought  all 
my  Temptations,  and  fcorning  thofe  Toys, 
and  Vanities  with  which  I delude  others  of 
her  Sex  into  my  Snares  5 to  fee  her  meafur- 
in.g  her  Merit,  not  by  the  Beauty  of  her  Face, 
or  Gentility  of  her  Perfon,  but  by  the  Good 
(lie  does  to  others  ; fee  her  polite  without, 
l^ride,  graceful  without  Affleftation,  modeR 
without  being  prudilh  ; cheerful  and  free 

without 
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without  Levity,  and  humble  without  Mean*^ 
nefs.  How  doth  it  torment  me  to  fee  her 
embellidiing  her  Mind  with  every  ufeful  and 
delightful  Science,  with  which  Ihe  entertains 
herfelf,  and  lays  up  in  flore  to  be  ufeful  to 
any  when  Opportunity  offers.  O racking 
Thought ! that  not  once  have  I been  able  to 
induce  her  to  ruin  any  Perfon’s  Charadler 
over  a Difh  of  Tea,  or  when  die  has  been 
viiiting ; fo  far  from  it,  that  fhe  even  vindi- 
cates, as  far  as  the  Cafe  will  allow,  the  Cha- 
racters of  thofe  whom  others  attempt  to  de- 
ftroy.  By  the  Accomplifhments  of  her  Mind, 
and  Engagingnefs  of  her  Behaviour,  die  gains 
more  Edeem  than  thofe  who  flutter  about 
in  fine  Cloaths,  rich  Equipages,  and  who 
dazzle  the  Beholder  wdth  the  glittering  of 
their  Jewels.  A frank  Sincerity  runs  through 
ail  her  Words  and  Actions.  Her  tender 
Heart  bleeds  for  the  Necedlties  of  the  Poor 
and  Helplefs,  and  relieves  them  as  far  as  die 
is  able.  So  refined  are  all  her  Sentiments, 
fo  unaffected  her  Piety,  and  fo  confirmed 
her  Virtue,  that  to  pervert  her,  is  beyond 
the  Ability  of  even  Belzebub  himfelf. 
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
